Bonfires Lighted in Streets. 


Shortly afterward the body was re- 
moved to his home, around which for 
blocks bontires and lanterns lighted the 
streets, while officials « friends 
streamed to the residence to offer con- 
dolences.

The funeral, which is to take place on 
Nov. 1l, it was determined today, will 
be of the most simple character, and 
the inscription on the tombstone will 
be merely the words, ‘‘ Takashi Hara,”’ 
with no titles and no designations of 
rank. Even the death ..otice of the late 
Premier, which he had personally pre- 
pared long ago, was of a like simple 
character. 

Scant information was available at 
first regarding the identity of the youth 
at whose hands Premier Hara fell, but 
it became known today that the assassin 
was a son of a former member of the 
Samurai, or soldier class constituting 
the lower nobility under the Japanese 
feudal system, who had been a man of 
importance during the restoration ; 
period. The son, it appears, was of an 
erratic nature-and is regarded as a 
political fanatic. He was arrested 
immediately after the stabbing. Detec- 
tive Tsunajima, who was escorting Pre- 
mier Hara, was badly cut on the arm 
and hands in, disarming the assassin.

Whereas, Armistice Day, Nov. 11, 
1921, has been designated as the ap- 
propriate time for the ceremonies in- 
cident to the buria] of the unknown 
and unidentizied soldier in the Ar- 
lington National Cemetery, anda, 

Whereas this anknown soldier rep- 
resents the manhood of America who 
gave their lives to defend its integ- 
rity, honor and tranquility against 
any enemy, and 

Whereas the nations of the earth 
are on that date joining with the 
United States in paying respect and 
homage to this unknown svldier, 
therefore be it, 

Resolved, by the Senate 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America _in Con- 
gress assembled, that the President 
is hereby authorized to issue a proc- 
lamation declaring Nov. 11, 1921, a

British guarantee of the Eastern fron- 
tier of France; revision of debts due 
Great Britain by other nations; the call- 
ing for an international fiscal conference 
in preparation for the time when the 
fiscal clauses of the treaty will expire, 
and supervision by the League of Na- 
tions of any disarmament proposals that 
may be adopted at the Washington Con- 
ference. 

While Professor Zimmern did not sug- 
gest a remission of the debt owed by 


Great Britain to the United States, he 
pointed out that the idea of any real 
fraternity of feeling between a debtor 
and a creditor was an illusion. So long 
as France and Italy were indebted to 
Great Britain the feelings of the debtor 
nations would be clouded by suspicions 
that the creditors might make temporary 
use of their economic advantage for 
heir own purposes. He denied any in-

He often chats on the bridge with Cep- 
tain Brevet, an old schoolfellow of his, 
and devotes a great part of each day to 
State business, using the powerful wire- 
less equipment especially fitted up for 


the occasion, which keeps the vessel in 
constant touch with France. Thus con- 
versutions have been carried on with 
Paris about the notes of the Russian 
Soviet Foreign Minister Tchitcherin. 
The French Government preserves an 
expectant attitude on this question of 
the assumption of Russian foreign debts 
hy the Soviet Government and requires 
further explanations and guarantees. 
Among the prominent members of the 
French delegation note must be taken 
of General Buat, Chief of the General 
Staff. Only 52 years old, -his military 
career is one of the most brilliant that 
can be imagined. Beginning the war as 
a Lieutenant Colonel, he was soon placed 
by Millerand, then Minister of War, at 
the head of his secretariat and in this 


capacity took active share in the reor-| 


ganization of the army and its equip- 
ment. Later he served in turn at the 
front or on the General Staff, always 
victorious in the fighting field and stili 
eventing and organ’z'ne hohind the lines. 

But his name will chiefly semain his- 
tory as that of the man who hrought 
into being immense material that ulti- 
mately smashed the German powar. He 
atcumulated a mass of artillery such as 
had never beon seen before. He 
jured up 106 artillery regiments, 


amounting to a quarter of a million | 


men, with thousands of guns, tanks and 
modern weapons of all kinds. 

It is significant that the man who 
undertook and achieved most tremendous 
enterprise of armament bullding in the 
world, has nevertheless been chosen as 
a member of the disarmament confer- 
ence.

| ON BOARD THE STEAMSHIP LA- 
| FAYETTE, Nov. 5 (By Wireless to As- 
|sociated Press).—The French Govern- 
|ment is prepared to deal not only with 
jthe Pacific questions and naval arma- 
ments, but to expose In a most complete 
manner the considerations which require 
France to majntain sufficient forces for 
her security. 

This attitude was re-emphasized today 
by Premier Briand, head of the French 
delegation to the Washington Conference 
on JAmitation of Armament and Far 
Eastern problems, which is now on the 
way to participate in that gathering. In 
a lengthy conversation with newspaper 
correspondents on board the steamer, 
the French Premier dealt extensively 
with the fundamental bases of the con- 
ference, which have been the subject of 
searching examination by him both be- 
fore leaving Paris and since the Lafay- 
etite has been ploughing toward 
America, 

In several conversations with corre- 
spondents before leaving Paris and on 
the steamer with regard to the various 
problems to be discussed in Washing- 
ton, Premier Briand has laid particular 
emphasis on his belief that the confer- 
ence would have important results for 
America, Europe and Asia.

Government, he said today, may have 
heen to deal with the Pacific questions— 
that is, to come to a clear understand-

Besides, he said, France had her 
colonies on the mainiand of Asia, numer- 
ous islands, New Caledonia, with its 
dependencies, the Isle of Pines, Loyalty 
Islands, Chesterfield Islands, more than 
100 islands in the society group and in 
the Marquesas archipelago. He em- 
phasized that every aspect of the Pa- 
cifie question was of deep interest for 
France, which was developing her colo- 
nies even though she had not yet recov- 
ered from the enormous injuries done to

Police detectives arrested Henry 
Schwartz, a post office clerk, and locked 
him up in Police Headquarters early 
this morning on the charge of partici- 
yating in a $50,000 safe robbery in the | 
offices of the Green River Distilling 
Company, 632 West Thirty-fourth 
Street, on Aug. 5 last.

Harvard's proficiency with the pass is 
shown by the fact that ten out of nine 
teen attempts were completed for a to- 
tal gain of 113 yards. Princeton suc- 
ceeded in four passes out of eight, 
gaining eighty-four yards, sixty-five of 
this total being the run that scored the 
touchdown. 

In general offensive play Harvard was 
the superior in variety and strength 
although it gained less ground by 
stra’ght rushing.

Electrification of the Boston-Washing- 
ton area, according to the report, would 
save 50,000,000 tons of coal annually by | 
1930 or $190,000.000 in fuel expenditures, 
while electrification of the railroads 
would save ‘‘ 11 to 19 per cent. on their! 
investment."’ 

“The question of railroad electrifica- | 
tion,’’ it continued, ‘‘ must be decided 
according to density of traffic, and so 
it is that, of the 36,000 miles of main 
line, yards and sidings in this super- 
power zone, only about 19,000 miles 
could be profitably electrified. This 
electrification would cost nearly half a 
billion dollars, but it would save from 
11 to 19 per cent. on the investment, or 
an average of 14 per cent. 

‘‘ Blectrification is the next step in 
railroad expansion absolutely necessary 
to increase both the capacity and the 
efficiency of our transportation sys- 
tem. Incidentally the annual savings 
of 9,000,000 tons of coal by the railroads 
would greatly increase the available car 
supply.’’ 

The success of the Government's 
study, Mr. Fall said, was due tg ‘‘ the 
hearty co-operation of the engineering | 
profession and of all the industries af- 
fected by the propossed larger elecirifi- 
cation. W. S. Murray of New York 
was chief of the engineering staff, with 
an advisory board of business men’ 
representing the railroads and in- 
dustries interested.

mer, serving a term in Sing Sing for 
criminal abortion, was President. 

They were especially interested in the 
Statement contained In a dispatch from 
Moscow the day before to the effect 
that the concessions had been arranged 
through Dr. Armand Hammer, as the 
** representative '’ of the American con- 
cessionaires. It was explained that up 
to the tims, in July, 1919, when Dr. 
Julius Hammer was arrested in connec- 


tion with the death of Mrs. Marie 
Oxgonesceff, wife of a Russian merchant 
living at 230 Riverside Drive, the physi- 
cian was the commercial attaché of the 
Soviet bureau established in this city 
by Ludwig C. A. K. Martens, the Soviet 
‘* ambassador to this country. 

Government agents had learned that 
Dr. Hammer had made a tour of the 
United States to San Francisco urging 
business men to enter into negotiations 
with the Soviet Government for the 
supyly and purehase of goods. Dr. 
hammer had for many years been prom- 
inently identiflad with the Socialist 
movement in this country anf became a 
Lenin-Trotsky propagandist. 

Wuen in the Summer of 1920 Dr. Ham- 
mer was convicted and sentenced to 
from three and a half to f.fteen years 
for the death of Mrs. Oganesoff, follow- 
ing an operation In his ofice at 1,488 
Washington Avenue, the Bronx, the 
Allied Drug and Chemical Corporation 
was in flourishing flnancial cireum- 
stances. Tne office of tiie corporation 
formerly was in East 126th Street, in 
Harlem, but soon after the national pro- 
hibition law went into effect the cor- 
poration moved to 2,413 Third Avenue, 
Hammer spent most of his 
time in conference with officials of the 
Soviet Bureau. 

Up to the time Dr, Hammer became 
Attaché of the Soviet Bu- 


cumstances, it was said, but soon after 
he moved his family into an expensive 
apartment at the Ansonia Hotel and 
bought several automobiles. He was

Parcel Post to Society Islands—Effective Nov. 1, 
Socicty Islands were accepted up to a weight limit of pounds. 

Parcel Post Packages for the Fiji Islands—Effective Nov. 15, 1921, senders of parcel 
post packages mailed in the United States, addressed -for delivery in the Fiji Islands, will 
have an opportunity to state the disposition that is to be made of parcels which are 
undeliverable in that service by stating on a paster attached to the parcel as follows: 
(a) “‘ If not deliverable as addressed, abandcn.” (b) ‘“‘If not deliverable as addressed, 
deliver to .’ Parcels which are not so marked, will be returned at the sender’s ex- 
pense. Parcels will be held for fifteen days in Fiji before being returned to the sender or 
abandoned. 

Postmaster Morgan also announces that the Post Office Department is inaugurating 
an intensive campaign for the proper preparation of parcels for the mail. The co-operation 
on the part of mailers of parcel post packages is requested with the view of reducing to 
the minimum damage or breakage to parcel post matter. 

It is obviously to the interest of senders to see that parcels are carefully packed, 
wrapped and tied securely, but they must not be sealed, as sealed parcels are subject to 
the letter rates of postage. 

Parcels tmproperly packed will not be accepted for mailing. 

Proper preparation of parcels includes the use of strong wrapping paper and 

tying with twine of sufficient strength tc withstand the handling to

Ordinaryily parcels weighing twenty pounds or less are carried in mail sacks, which 
} are arranged in piles, therefore the wrappers should be of sufficient strength to not only

instrument but over it. His voice will be 
| directed to his audience, which will fill 
;not only the amphitheatre but the lawn 
;and‘ hillsides beyond. Through electric 
;current the transmitter will carry his 
| voice to the control room and thence to 
‘the amplifiers of the loud speaker. On 
j the outskirts of the crowd, placed at 
| regular intervals, will be the engineers 
of the telephone company. Each of these 
engineers will have a complete telephone 
| set which connects directly with the con- 
| trol room. Should the voice of the Pres- 
‘ident fail to: reach the engineers, they,

member to that branch of the Legisla- 
ture last year. In the aggregate the 
Republican representation from up-State 
districts in the present Assembly is 86 
out of a total of 88. Only two up-State 
Assembly districts, the Second District 
jin Albany and the Fourth Erie District, 
elected a Democrat a year ago. 

Even with elghty-six Assemblymen 
from up State, 
proportional up-State representation the 
Republican Party ever had in the lower 
house of the Legislature, the Republican 
majority in the Assembly sureiy will be 
| substantially reduced as the result of 
Democratic victories in the Assembly 
elections in New York City. There are 
at present twenty-four Republican As- 
semblymen representing New York City 
districts.

HITCHCOCK'S PLAN 
FOR A WORLD BANK 


United States Senator Explains 
His Measure for Financing 
‘World Commerce. 


CAPITAL OF $2,400,000,000 


United States Would Take $1,300,- 
000,000 and $900,000,000 Would 
Be Offered to Other Nations. | 


Frank A. Vanderlip’s proposed $1,- 
000,000,000. International Bank is in 
keeping with Senate bill No. 2187, in- 
troduced by Senator Gilbert M. Hitch- 
cock on June 29 last, which has a 
strong possibility of favorable consid- 
evation by the Senate this Winter. 
Senator Hitchcock has written the fol- 
lowlng explantion of his bill: 


By Senator GILBERT M. HITCHCOCK. 


My bill proposes to establish a great 

international bank {n the form of a 
corporation. Its capital is to be $2,400,- 
000,000. The Secretary of the Treasury, 
on behalf of the American Government, 
is to take $1,300,000,000 of this; $200,- 
000,000 of the stock is to be offered and 
sold to banks and bankers, importers 
and exporters interested in international 
trade, and the remaining $900,000,000 of 
capital is to be offered to the leading 
pong of the world, which may be- 
come stockholders by treaty arrange- 
ments made through the President of 
the United States. One-third of the 
|} capital subscribed by each nation or 
stockholder is to be paid in in gold and 
the remaining two-thirds may be paid 
in interest-bearing bonds of solvent 
Governments. A solvent Government is 
to be such a Government as makes due 
provision for all of its external claims, 
maintains a balanced budget and enters 
into an arrangement with the United 
States for armament reduction for the 
| Purpose of assuring its solvency. 

The busniess of thé bank is to be the 
financing of international commerce by 
the purchase and rale of exchange and 

| the lending of moncy to exporters and 
importers, and it may also include the 
purchase and sale of Government se- 
curities of those nations owning stock 
ir the bank, 

The bank shall have power to issue 
currency to be known as the Interna- 
tional dollar, which shall be redeemable 
at the main office in New York or any 
branch office located in any country 
owning stock in the bank. It is to be 
managed by a Board of Directors, twen- 
ty-four in-number, the assumption being 
|that the United States, with $1,300,- 
000,000 of stock, will have thirteen of 
these Directors. Its power to issue cur- 
rency shall be limited only by the pro- 
vision that it must maintain a reserve 
of 35 per cent. Its obligations to pay its 
notes on demand will be met if it pays 
those’ notes in gold or in the currency 
of any country where presented for re- 
demption at the gold value of such 
currency. 

The bank will thus have the power to 
issue from $2,000,000,000 to $3,000.000,000 
in currency, which shall be known as the 
international dollar. -This currency, I 
expect, will become the international 
medium of exchange In place of gold. 
It will result in the expansion of inter- 
national credit and currency and thus 
facilitate international trade. 


Europe’s Need of Our Credit, 


Up to.the present time every nation in 
the world has established a system of 
banking and currency for the purpose 
of affording to its citizens facilities. for 
doing. domestic business on credit. At 
least nine-tenths of all the business of a 
civilized country {is done on eredit— 
probably a much} larger proportion. If 
we should suddenly be compelled in the 
United States to do business on a cash 
basis *there would be an enormous 


| shyinkawe in business and we would re- 
vert to a barbarous condition in which 
every man would have to pay in ad- 
vance for what he got. The banking 
and currency system of every nation 
and its credit facilities for business stop 
at the national boundaries. 

That is exactly the condition we are 
in with Europe today. We are practi- 
cally demanding cash on delivery for 
what we sell to Europe. We are allow- 
ing no reasonable credit, and one of the 
results of this restriction is‘that we have 
had an enormous shrinkage in our trade, 
which is not much more than half as 
large as it was a year ago and in other 
recent years. 

There never has been any interna- 
tional form of credit for the financing 
of international trade authorized by 
law and sustained by Government au- 
thority. Before the war merchants and 
bankers of Great Britain had developed 
a form of international credit through 
international banking houses, but they 
were pretty well wiped out by the war, 
and the enormous depreciation of vari- 
ous national currencies has so demoral- 
ized international exchange that it has 
at the present time no stability. It 
fluctuates violently and is a_ subject 
of speculation and gambling to a de- 
structive extent. Importing and export- 
ing is now a dangerous business, and 
those who enter upon it are liable to 
encounter heavy losses largely_because 
of the fact that international exchange 
fluctuates so unreasonably and so vio- 
ape and has no authority to stabilize 


The Institution which I propose to es- 
tablish and call a Bank of Nations 
would become the great clearing house 
for the purchase and sale of exchange. 
Through it all of the transactions 
would run. ' The result would be that 
that would be the one institution whose 
oficers would have knowledge of what 
exchange ought to be. It would be one 
institution with power enough to sta- 
bilize the rate of exchange. The fluctu- 
ations then, instead of being violent, 
would be seasonal and based upon legiti- 
mate reasons, such as the balance of 
trade and financial conditions in vari- 
ous countries. 

A stop would be put to sonia in {n- 
ternational exchange, because fluctua- 
tions would be moderate and gradual. 

Not only. would this great benefit 
come to the rate of exchange, which 
would result {n making exporting and 
importing a safe business, but the bank 
would afford facilities for extending 
commercial credit. <A firm exporting 
cotton to Germany would be able to fell, 
say, $100,000 worth of cotton to a Ger- 
man mill and give that mill a reason- 
able time in which to take that raw 
material and turn it into the finished 
product or put it_in the course of such 
transformation. When that cotton left 
New York with a draft attached to it. 
the Bank of Nations in New York 
would be able to.state the rate of Ger- 
man exchange that the branch of that 
bank in Germany should charge. It 
would be able to cash the draft of the 
cotton exporter, and when the cotton 
arrived in Germany the branch bank 
there would be able to give to the cot- 
ton mill the resonable length of time in 
payment of the draft upon deposit of 
the ‘proper security.

Half of Gasoline Pumps 
Give Autos Short Measure 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 5.—Nearly 
50 per cent. of the gasoline pumps 
throughout the State give short 
measure to the purchaser, according 
to a report made to Commissioner 
B. A. Pyrke of the Department of 
Farms and Markets by W. T. White, 
Director of Weights and Measures. 

An inspection made in October with 
State automobiles equipped with 
tanks having false compartments dis- 
closed that no type of gasoline pump 
is infallible, although if properly 
operated accurate measure would be 
delivered. A total of 100 purchases 
in 75 cities and villages in different 
sections of the State showed that 45 
were short all the way from a half 
pint to one gallon on a three-gallon 
purchase. Of the 100 purchases, 23 
were correct and 82 were found 
slightly over on delivery, the maxi- 
mum excess being one pint in three 
gallons. 

The results of the investigation will 
be transmitted to Attorney General 
Newton for prosecution. Of the 45 
cases of shortage, Mr. White report- 
ed, fully half were so flagrant as to

There 
are identifed with it 80,000 highway 
officials, 7,000 road contractors, 2,000 
bridge contractors, 1,196 manufacturers 
and dealers in road building machinery, 
materials and appliances, 7,338 firms 
manufacturing highway transportation 


equipment, 15,000 civil and. highway en- | 


gineers, 10,000 tautomotive and chemical 
engineers, and 842 highway associations 
and engineers’ and contractors’ organi- 
zations, not to speak of the many publi- 
cations devoted to good roads.

Mexico may follow the example of the 
United States and adopt prohibition, age 
cording to General Plutarco Elis Callea, 
Mexican Minister of Government, and 
head of the Obregon Cabinet, who tg 
in this city after having been to Roche 
ester, Minn., for an operation at the 
Mayo Sanitarium. 

General Calles, who received callerg 
yesterday at the Hotel Commodore, ig 
himself a prohibitionist, having helped 
make Sonora dry when he was Governor 
there. He said, however, that he ha@ 
just learned to his regret that Sonora 
in the last few days had voted wet 
again. 

“Prohibition is not a subject unde? 
the jurisdiction of the Mexican Federal 
Government,’’ he said. ‘‘ It may be ene 
acted at any time by any of the States, 
There are strong and active organizae 
tions throughout the country seeking to 
end the use of liquor in all Mexico. f 
favor prohibition as a blessing to the 


| laboring man, though he sometimes does 


not appreciate it.” General Calles also 
said that the wceman’s suffrage moves 
} ment was growing vigorousty. 

General Callies said there was strong 
propaganda on foot to make it appear 
that Mexico had adopted much radical 
legislation and was proceeding along 
| Bolshevik lines, a charge, he said, that 
}was based on very modest reforms 
; enacted in behalf of peons and laborers, 
Instead of destroying capital, he ase 
serted, Mexico realizes her need for ine 
creased investment of foreign capital 
and more immigration. 

General Calles answered in the nega- 
tive when asked if any special agree 
ment had been reached between thie 
Mexican Government and William Rate 
dolph Hearst, who, after preaching ite 
tervention for many years against other 
Mexican régimes, has been friendly to 
the Obregon Government. 

‘‘Mr. Hearst will have full protection 
and freedom, the same as all other fore 
eigners in Mexico,”’ he said. ‘‘ Foreigne 
ers are enjoying the same freedom and 
protection as nationals."’ 

The Vera Cruz laws compelling eme 
ployers to share dividends with their 
employes result in no appreciable injury 
to capitalists or benefit to employes, he 
said. 

“Jt is generally supposed that the law 
requires firms to give 10 per cent. of 
gross profits to employes, byt this is 
tar from the case,’ he said. ‘For ex- 
ample, in the case of a business cupital- 
ized at 100,000 pesos and earning 20,000 
pesos a year, the capitalist is first en- 
titled to 6 per cent. interest and 10 per 
cent. for amortization of capital. This 
; absorbs 16,000 of the 20,000 pesos. The 
employes are then entitled to 10 per 
cent. of the remaining 4,000 pesos, or 
a total of 400 pesos for the year. That 
amounts to a small Christmas bonus, 

‘“The charge of Bolshevism does not 
mean much in Mexico, because it is 
used as a term of political reproach, 
not as a real description. Men are 
called Bolsheviki for enacting eight- 
hour days laws, minimum wage iaws 
and measures such as the requirement 
that industrials and land owners shall 
maintain schools for their empioyes and 
|hospitals for the sick and injured and 
compensate injured workingmen—all 
laws long established in other countries, 

‘Bolshevism is used in Mexico as @ 
phantom to scare fools. In all parts of 
the world, but especially in Latin coume 
tries, the capitalists have always made 
| determined resistance to any concessions 
favoring the betterment of the working 
classes. In Mexico the industrials and 
land owners have had what amounts to 
a system of slavery. We are séeking 
the liberation of the working classes 
from this state. We want their children 
to be ‘educated. 

‘““We want them to have at least a 
small home of their own. 

“Under the old system peons had to 
work twelve or fourteen hours a day 
for meals which consisted of only @ 
single tortilla. Their earnings averaged 
about 1244 cents a day, American money. 
We are doing away with the more in- 
human features of this system. 

General Calles said that propaganda 
was under way to make it appear that 
friction had developed in the Obregon 
Government. He somewhat vehemently 
denounced an editorial in The New Ree 
public on this subject. 

‘*Such statements are absurd,” said 
General Calles. ‘‘ The Cabinet members 
are in unison with General Obregon’s 
policies.’’ 

General Calles would not discuss the 
Lamont mission, having been in the 
hospital at Rochester when the mission 
went to Mexico. He denied a rumor 
that Mexico had recently obtained a 
large loan from Japan at low interest 
after being refused in this country. He 
also denied stories. that Japanese were 
entering Mexico by the thousands, and 
that Japan had obtained influence ap~ 
peeane domination over Mexican gove 
ernmental policy. 

General Calles declined to discuss the 
question of recognition for Mexico, on 
the ground that it was an American 
question, but he said that absence of 
recognition had the effect of discour 
ing investments of American capital & 
Mexico,

“TRAFALGAR. 


On the one hundred and sixteenth an- 
niversary of the great sea fight of Tra- 
falgar—Oct. 21—a new account, by Lieu- 
tenant ANDREW GREEN of H. M. S. Nep- 
tune, of thé defeat of the French and 
Spanish fleets:was published in England. 
The. document was discovered by Lord 
COTTRSLo£, great-grandson of Captain 
T. F. FREMANTLE of the Neptune, in 
looking over neglected family papers. Al- 
‘though considerably more than one hun- 
dred years have passed since Trafalgar, 
NELSON’Ss plan of battle is still a subject 
of discussion in naval circles. In 1912 
an Admiralty cOommittee, with Admiral 
Sir Cyprian Bridde as Chairman, made 
an inquiry into the handling of British 
ships in the engagement. Existing mod- 
els and diagrams seemed to indicate, in 
‘he opinion of some crities, that NELSON’S 
Captains did not always understand the 
positions assigned to them. The commit- 
tee, after a full inquiry, concluded, on 
all the evidence available, that the dia- 
grams were faulty in not showing the 
real places of ships in the attacking 
fleet; also that its divisions were formed 
in two lines ahead, which had been ques- 


tioned. COLLINGWOOD, it is said, would | 


have preferred “a line of bearing rather 
than a line ahead,” but NELSON’s tactics 
were strategically sounder, as the event 
proved. In a note to SouTHEy’s “ Life 
of Nelson” it is said that when the flags 
began to go up for the Admiral’s signal,

Managers of five and ten cent stores 
find thefts of their stock one of their 
gSreatest problems, according to a com- 
prehensive report just issued by the 
Division of Women in Industry of the 
State Department of Labor, after an in- 
vestigation of seventy stores In seven- 
teen cities, in addition to Manhattan 
and Brooklyn. The seventy-page book- 
let {s devoted to the results of the sur- 
vey of the employment of women in 
these stores. 

“It is impossible to tell,” according 
to the report, “‘ what proportion of 
thieving is done by the public and what 
proportion by the sales force, but it is 
known that it is done extensively by 
both. One manager had been forced to 
resort to weekly inventories and shrink- 
age reports in order to check up the 
matter of losses due apparently to thiey- 
fing.

TCHITCHERIN’S NOTE FAILED, 


Bven Europe Sees the Tide Turning 
In Russia, and Looks Askance at a 
Scheme to Bolster Up Bolshevism.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Tchitcherin's 
Mote to the powers proposing on behalf 
ef the present régime in Moscow the 
recognition of Russian foreign debts in- 
curred by the Czar’s Government up to 
1914 is now regarded by close observers 
fn Washington as a Soviet attempt to 
confuse the cards at the Washington 
Conference on Limitation of Armament, 
and bring to an issue those differences 
of attitude toward Russia which have 
prevailed among the Governments of 
Burope and America. 

The conception here of Tchitcherin’s 
move is clear. The Bolsheviki are again 
epeculating on what they have always 
been pleased to characterize as the 
greediness of the capitalistic Govern- 
ments, No doubt exists that the Soviets 
think they can tempt French investors 
and the allied Governments by an offer 
to become an instrument which the hold- 
ers of Russian securities would use to 
@queeze out of the Russian people what 
Russia owes to Western Europe; the 
eompensation for this proffered service— 
@esuming the Bolshevist proposal is ac- 
cepted by the powers—to be political 
recognition by the Allies of the bloody 
tyranny in Moscow, and the eventual 
maintenance of the Bolshevist Govern- 
ment in a position of power in Russia. 

In the opinion of students of the in- 
ternational situation it is a happy omen 
that this proposal seems to have pro- 
@uced scarcely any effect on the allied 
Governments -or on the political opinion 
ef the principal powers. The proposal, 
im fact, is generally regarded as a new 

ef Soviet political and economic 
lure. Undoubtedly the Bolsheviki are 
offering to pay for the very simple rea- 
gon that Russia cannot now pay. The 
is of payment is production..

Why the Soviet Makes Its Offer. 


If Russia were producing, if the Bol- 
gwheviki were able to crank up the pro- 
Guctive machinery, they would be able 
to solve the problem of maintenance of 
power, would be openly working for 
world revolution, and making no such 
overtures as this to foreign Govern- 


ments. In that case, instead of making 
effers to what the Bolsheviki regard 
as ‘‘ capitalistic ’’ Governments, the So- 
viets would attack those Governments 
with the sword or revolution. The very 
fact that communism and economic pro- 
ductivity are iwzompatible, and that the 
Bolsheviki are at the end of their eco- 
momic rope, has compelled them to seek 
eompromises and save their waning pow- 
er, which they still regard-as the cita- 
del of ultimate world revolution, by an 
agreement with their capitalistic ene- 
mies. It is the confident opinion here 
that the allied Chancelleries will final- 
ly dispose of the Soviet proposal as both 
immoral] and inexpedient. 

The evident refusal of the powers to 
be tempted by the bait is seen here as 
rather characteristic of the consensus 
which has developed lately with regard 
to the Bolshevist régime and which, in 
the opinion of close observers of inter- 
national affairs, is important in its 
bearing on the Washington conference. 
If the participating powers should ap- 

roach the conference table with that 

ivision of opinion on the main points 
ef the Russian problem which, for ex- 
ple, characterized Great Britain and 
United States six months ago, the 
ecnference might have been handi- 
eapped. 


The Wisdom of Experience. 


With the Russian problem assuming 
fmportance in the realm of Pacific and 
Far Eastern questions, just as it has in 
world affairs generally, the legitimate 
fnterests of Russia are bound to play 
a considerable réle in the deliberations. 


Jt igs evident that obstacles might have 
en latent in such a difference as that 
tween the policy of the American 

Government, which rejected any rela- 

tions with Soviet Moscow and _ con- 

demned the existing régime there, and 
that of Great Britain, which some 
months ago was entering into trade 

@greements with the Soviet and basing 

fits hopes on the evolution of Bolshevism. 

Now it is felt that the way to an 

understanding and common action re- 

specting those Russian interests which 
are interwoven with the Far Eastern 
problem could have been paved by 
othing better than by the recent dec- 
tion by the British Government with 

gd to the experiences of the last 

ee months to which association with 
Bolsheviki under the trade pact had 

ed. The Curzon note condemning the 
olsheviki for violation of good faith, 

Sir Robert Horne’s announcement that 

the British attempt to trade with 

Russia has been a complete failure, and 

that there is no hope of obtaining 

material from Bolshevist Russia, and 
finally the failure of Leslie Urquhart, 
the representative of British mining in- 
terests in Russia, who spent several 
months in Moscow attempting to reach 
an agreement with the Soviet author- 
ities regarding the return to British in- 
terests of their mining properties on the 
basis of a concession—these develop- 

ments have apparently brought to a 

half the period of pro-Soviet policy in 

Great Britain. Practically, they also 

bring the British delegates to Wash- 

ington with the same spirit and appre- 
ciation of the Soviet régime in Russia 
that the American Government has 
maintained and to which it has held 
steadfastly for reasons of fact and prin- 
ciple, despite emotional or {ill-informed 
Pressure to follow the British example. 


Unanimity About Bolshevism. 


it is considered something of an as- 
set for the conference deliberations that 
there can be no practical divergence be- 
tween the great powers in théir basic 
appreciation of what Bolshevism ac- 
tually is, and what can be expected of 
it. It is taken for granted now that 
the conference will regard Bolshevism 
es a system and a practice doomed 
politically and economically, a stem 
with which any compromise or } barra 
is useless. On the other hand, it is 
considered a happy augury for the con- 
ference that the situation in Russia has 
entered a stage of transformation, and 
that for the first time in a long period 
there are evidences of interior  proc- 
esses at work which place Russian de- 
velopments in a more promising Heght. 
Those especially who have been 
atudying Russian affairs closely and 
#ympathetically do not underrate the 
importance of some of the concessions 
and compromises which Lenin in re- 
eent months has been making to the 
Russian population, allowing a degree 
of free local Poke-grentins a certain 
dom to individual and co-operative 
production, and recognizing the right 
the peasant to his harvesty However, 
there is no disposition among such ob- 
servers to consider even those conces- 
ons as evidence of a real — in 
ishevist purpose. The aim of Lenin 
end his associates, without doubt, re- 
tains world revolution and the destruc- 
tlon of all Governments and _ social 
order. Opinion here is that, having 
ognized the impossibility of revolu- 
m in the inmediate future, Lenin 
wishes to entrench his Government, 
realizing that with its downfall the only 
fortress of aggressive communism in the 
fworld would crumble. 
The downfall of communistic power in 
ne me it is felt here, is not only a

sions by which Moscow is seeking to 
arrest the growing indignation of the 
Russian population and save what re- 
mains of communist authority, the _re- 
sult of these. ‘concessions is expected to 
be contrary to the purpose for which 
they. were conceived, They are not con- 
cessions to principles, but to actualities, 
They have been wrought from_ the: 
Soviet régime.by the inevitable logic of 
political and économic laws. 

They are accepted as a sign that life | 
is resuming in Russia and somehow 
managing to hold its own there. In 
fact, although the situation appears to 
the man in the street to be as gloomy 
as ever, and the domination of Bol- 
shevist tyranny, exercised through the 
famous extraordinary commission, as 
implacable as ever, information reach- 
ing informed quarters in Washington 
shows a distinct change in the psychol- 
ogy of the population. 


The Process of Recovery. 


The Russian people seem to have 
cutlived the fright into which the Bol- 
sheviki had driven them by indiscrimi- 
nate terror. People in Russia are lift- 
ing their heads, thinking, and looking 
around. Small paths to individual ac- 
complishment, opened by some of the 
new regulations governing trade, are be- 


ing widened by sheer pressure of popu- 
lar demand into large sluices, through 
which life is rushing with the inevitable 
result of undermining the false founda- 
tions of the communistic experiment. 

People who for four years were pros- 
trate, with no other concern but to 
save their lives from butchery and find 
means to satisfy their hunger, are ae- 
veloping a positive taste for enterprise 
and ambition in the—as yet—limited 
possibilities of local economic interests 
and activities, hoping they will be soon 
widened by natural processes. 

All this strengthens the bellef in 
Washington that the tide of Russian 
revolution has turned; that the purely 
destructive period of the Slav upheaval 
has passed, and that Russia, which for 
the last four years has been in the 
throes of volcanic eruption with noth- 
ing but destruction in sight, is actually 
entering a period where life is resum- 
ing and constructive human activity is 
getting the upper hand of the situa- 
tion. 

The situation offers encouragement 
from the American point of view, as 
well as from that of the anti-Soviet 
Russian, but men familiar with the 
facts serve warning that there should 
be no expectation of too fast a process, 
especially in these earlier stages of the 
evolution away from Bolshevisin. They 
seck to make it clear that this resump- 
tion of life has nothing to do with Bol- 
shevist activity, with any change in 
Soviet aims, or any evolution in Bolshe- 
vist methods. Life is resuming in Rus- 
sia in spite of, and in opposition to, the 
Bolsheviki. The vitality of the Slav 
nation and the inherent health of a 
naturally sane national organism have 
about conqueted Bolshevist infection, 
according to informed students of the 
facts. Now it is slowly entering a 
period of recuperation and convales- 
cence that ultimately may be expected 
to end in the elimination of Bolshevism 
as a political and economic system. 

This turn of the Russian tid2 is con- 
sidered of extreme importance in its 
bearing on the Washington conference. 
In the discussion of those phases of the 
Far Eastern question in which Russia 
is involved, it is almest vital that the 
participating powers will be in the 
presence of a situation in which they 
can regard the epoch of Bolshevism in 
Russia as a nightmare of the past, and 
think of Russia as entering a new phase 
of -national life. 


DANISH OBSERVER 
SEES EUROPEAN RUIN 


Correspondent for Export House 
Says Only America Can Stave 
Off World Bankruptcy. 


The present business outlook in North- 
ern Europe and Germany is far from 
optimistic, judging from a letter just 
received by a New York export house 
from a long-established firm in Den- 
mark with branches in Sweden, Nor- 
way, Russia and Germany. The letter 
is based upon actual conditions, it was 
stated, and was not prepared in any 
way for publication. The facts set 
torth differ considerably from the sub- 
ject matter of many reports recently 
printed from the countries mentioned. 
Some particularly interesting facts are 
given regarding German competition. 
The letter reads in part: 

‘* As far ‘as Europe is concerned, you 
Americans evidently do not see how 
things are going over here. Europe as 
a whole is on the brink of bankruptcy. 
The only question is, will she topple 
over? 

*‘Our leading financial paper printed | 
an article two days ago under the head- | 
ing, ‘ When Will Germany Go Smash?’ 
The bets say between February and 
August, 1922. With the Reichmark now 
worth but a fraction of the cent and 
going lower daily, it seems doubtful 
whether the smash can be deferred as} 
long as February. 

‘‘ Poland, Austria and Hungary are 
still’ worse. Here together are nearly 
800,000,000 former consumers and large 
producers who are consumers no more, 
and only a few are producers. 

“If Germany goes smash, France with | 
her huge war debt will follow. Italy ts 
still worse off.. The small surrounding 
countries, such as Denmark, Holland 
and Switzerland, will go down with the 
others. 

‘England is trying to further export 
trade by insuring exporters against 
losses and by having banks give credit. 
To whom will they export? Who has 
got the money to buy? Certainly Eng- 
land wants to export to Denmark in 
order that she may employ her workers, 
but every one, even America, is in the 
same position. 


** America's having made peace with 
Germany will not help matters. You | 
have all the world’s gold, but that won’t | 
do you any good. America stepped into 
the war too late, and hence the war and | 
the peace were really lost. Don’t step | 
into the peace too late and iet us lose fe | 
a second time. It is time for a young | 
and lusty nation to step in with a! 
clenched fist and have all this nonsense | 
stopped, first of all in Russia. We! 
must have the world knocked down to: 
work again. } 

“In enmark industrial shares are 
down to 10 per cent.; our small country, 
with no real industry to speak of, has 
55,000 unemployed supported by the 
State. The State and municipal authori- 
ties are commencing a number of opera- 
tions in order to ease unemployment. 
They are not going to buy machinery to 
save men. On the contrary, during the 
building of a new railroad line, the men 
asked that steam shov2ls should not be 
used. Wages are about 40 per cent. 
above those in Sweden, about 75 per 
cent. above those in Germany. 

‘Reports about German competition 
contain some truth and some exaggera- 
tion. It is absurd that Germany, with 
her low exchange and coming bank- 
ruptcy, can give credit I admit she 
can’t do it, hut she does do it. 

“A friend of mine has a large consign- 
ment of stock from Germany. He can 
get any quantity, paying as he sells it. 
In the Baltic provinces German mer- 
chants and manufacturers send goods 
on consignment to their agents, who 
send the goods on consignment to stores, 
all to be paid for after it has been sold 
to the public. It is absurd, but it is a 
fact. German terms for payment are 
quite American. But German competi- 
tion cannot be pooh-poohed; it is really | 
serious. j 

“It is right that the German com-' 
mercial navy has been annihilated, but 
it won’t be so for long. Already Ger- 
many has more than a million tons of 
shipping afloat, and she accepts freights 
which neither Scandinavian, American 
nor British shipowners could take with- 
out serious loss, j

50 per cent. below cost prices here and 
are first class. German factories supply 
any quantity on three months’ credit.

Scientists on Vessel Have Sought | 
to Obtain Exactness in Ter- | 
restrial Magnetism. 

| 


The yacht Carnegie, making a mag- 
Metic survey of the earth for the Carne- 
gie Institution of Washington, arrived 
at Balboa, on the Panama Canal, Oct. 
7. from Apia, Samoa. The Carnegie 
was drydocked for repairs, and when 
this was finished continued to Wash- 
ington, completing a 65,000-mile voyage 
in which it filled in. observations on 
areas that had not been sufficiently 
covered before and determining changes 
in magnetic conditions. The yacht is 
in command of Captain J. P. Ault, mas- 
ter of the vessel and director of the 
scientific work. 

This is the third passage of the Car- 
negie through the canal. She first 
made the trip in April, 1915, and, again, 
in May, 1918. The magnetic survey on 
which she is engaged was begun in 
1904 by the Galilee; the Carnegie went 
into service in 1909. The present voyage 
of the Carnegie began in October, 1919, 
in Washington. Taking observations at 
intervals the vessel proceeded across 
the Atlantic. to Dakar, thence to 
Buenos Aires, St. Helena, Cape Town, 
across the Indian Ocean to Colombo, 
thence to Fremantle and Lyttleton, and

Harry Pratt Judson, President of the 
University of Chicago, will head the 
American University Union in Hurope | 
for the coming year, according to a 
statement of the Board of Trustees yes- | 
terday announcing his election as Chair- | 
man. Dr. Judson will direct in this} 
country and abroad the work of the 
union, which represents the united ef-! 
fort of fifty leading American colleges 
and universities. 


‘* A committee is to be formed to.be 
known as the American Committee on 
International Education,” said Secretary 
John W. Cunliffe of the union, ‘‘ consist- 
ing of the director. of the American 
Council on Eduration, the director of | 
the Institute of 4nternational Education, 
the secretary of the American Univerai- 
i: Union and the American representa- 
tive of the International. Federation of 
University women. It is hoped that 
this plan will lead to more efficient 
conduct of the business of the inter- | 
change of teachers and students and 
other arrangements in. connection with 
international educational movements.”’ 

Professor Cunliffe made public the an- 
nual report of the director of the Lon- 
don office, showing. an increase in reg- 
istration last year from 638 to 1,153 
over the preceding year. The number 
of applications from teachers and stu- 
dents for posts or exchanges was 228, 
of whom 96 were women. 

The registration in the Paris office 
was almost double that of the previous 
year, reaching a total well over 500 in 
French universities.

I have been requested to contribute an article on Dis- 
armament, and I am glad to give my views on the subject. 
The words of the prophet Isalah apply to this hours 


It shall come to pass in the last days, that the moun- 
tain of the Lord's shall be established In the top 
of the mountains, and shall be exalted above the hills; 
and all nations shall flow unto It. 


And He shall judge among the nations, and shall 
rebuke many people: and they shall beat thelr swords 
into plowshares, and their spears into pruninghookes: 
nation shall not lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more. 


The beating of swords into inatruments of human utility,“ 
which was the hope of prophets for better and happier days, 
has. apparently come te this age and generation. The 
world-wide demand of the peoples composing the Family of 
Nations seems to have matured, in these “last days.” 


It now remains for the leaders and official representatives 
of these peoples to take positive steps towards the practical 
achievement of this great and glorious realization. In doing 
so, it is not difficult to see that the material side of this 
supreme task, proposed so nobly by President Harding, may 
after all be only the lesser part of the problem, when com- 
pared with the work of preparing the international mentality, 
or the hearts of men, for a demonstration of peace on earth, 
the recognition and establishment of God’s law, and: the 
true brotherhood of man. 


It is for the statesmen of Christendom to remember that 
“The preparation of the heart [mind] . . is from the 
sord,”’ (Proverbs xvi., 1), whether that mind be of the 
individual, the national, or the world-wide mentality, to 
which falls the duty of solving the problem of national and 
international disarmament. What therefore may seem im- 
possible to human agencies, is not beyond the power of 
Him who is Christ, the Lord over all, and King of Kings. 
Ultimately “the government shall be upon His shoulder: 


land His name shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 


mighty God, The everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace.” 
(Isaiah ix., 6.) 


It is the earnest prayer of Christendom, that those who 
are brought together at Washington for the task, may be 
erdued with the spirit of Truth, and that righteousness may 
govern them in hele stupendous undertaking. Let these 
words of Holy Writ be remembered by them and inscribed 
upon their hearts: “Except the Lord build the house, they 
labour in vain that build it.” (Psalm cxxvii., 1.) Then 
unitedly and meekly lifting their hearts to the God of nations, 
let them earnestly pray for wisdom to establish peace on 
earth and good (God’s) will towards men. 


This illumination, or spiritual unfolding of those who 
compose the Conference on Armament, will prevent them 
from perpetuating the old order, or justifying another era 
of lies, greed, hate, and death, as the governing power of 
international policy. ‘ 


To agree with the attitude of the carnally minded, in 
regard to disarmament, would be to precipitate another 
war, and plunge the material world into annihilation. The 
hour has struck when evil is fast rushing onto self-extinction. 
The imminence of the oncoming Christ is unmistakable, 
and the victory of Life over death, Love over hate and fear, 
is assured. To the righteous, appeal these words of St. Paul: 
“For God hath not given us the spirit of fear; but of power, 
and of fove, and of a sound mind.” (II Timothy, i., 7.) 
Christ has

sounded forth the trumpet that shall never 
call retreat, 

He is sifting out the hearts of men before his judgment 
seat.” 

(Julia Ward Howe.) 


The earnest prayer of all true Christians is that those in 
authority may be inspired to give permanent expression to 
that aspiration of the Christian world, of peace on earth, in 
the bonds of brotherly unity and love. May these spokes- 
men of the peoples be swayed by righteousness, which will 
enable them to embody in their decisions and mutual 
agreements, the divine wisdom with which God endowed 
man, as His Word, or the executor of His law, whenever 
man understandingly invokes God’s guidance, and places 
human motives and impulses in subjection to the will of the 
Father. May the nations’ representatives unite in resisting 
and destroying the abysmal folly of brute animal force, 
inspired by the greed of material gain. . 


If the Conference on the Limitation of Armament succeeds 
in placing the policies of the nations on a higher, or more 
spiritual plane of endeavor, then it will have achieved success. 
But it must be watchful lest this spiritual progression Christ- 
ward be traduced, by those who are still “blind leaders of 
the blind,” working wholly on a physical plane, to achieve 
place and power in a material world. 


Not only must America defend her spiritual standard and 
work out an experiment in international righteousness, 
but she must consecrate her every power and strength of 
purpose to the protecting and guarding of her own heritage, 
as the child of promise, and thus aid in establishing peace 
and prosperity in the whole earth. The Herods of national 
ambition for place and power, greed, and all unrighteousness 
can never slay the infant America, whose birth into spiritual 
supremacy, under the law of God and His Christ, is the 
advent of a new era in the life of the world. 


Wholly to disarm before the evil propensities, inherent in

And with them must come 4 
more logical alignment of values, un- 
det which some of the exaggerated im- 
portance of mere manual labor Wilk 
have to give way. These changes will 
require time. They cannot be brought 
about in a day or a month, and at- 
tempts to push matters without taking 
them into account will prove futile if 
not harmful. 





While it is unques- 
tioned that economic 
conditions are Mn a 
much healthier state 
than they were at 
the beginning of the year and that cir- 
cumstances are gradually changing for 
the better, there still remain a number} 
of unsettled problems which are ob- 
stacles to a freer trade. Among these} 
are the matters of taxation and tariff. | 
Nobody knows definitely what will be 
done with either, and yet business can- 
not adjust itself-or prepare for much 
forward commitments until these are 
determined.. What money will go into 
new enterprises or in the extension of 
existing ones depends very largely 
upon the methods of taxation to be 
adopted, while prices will be affected 
in great measure by the customs 
duties which will be put into effect, | 
no oné knows when. Even the ap- 
proximate amount of money to be| 
raised by taxation is in doubt, owing 
to. the possibility of bonus legislation, 
and the same is true as to the scale on 
which:the tariff duties are ultimately 
top levied. Under circumstances of 
this Kind business becomes something 
like-a. gamble. This’ is one reason 
why merchants and producers are pro- 
ceeding cautiously, a single step at a 
time. Their buying continues to be of 
the ‘hand-to-mouth character, its vol- 
ume being determined by the demand 
from consumers. But, even though 


the purchases are under the normal in 
the country as a whole, the total is 
far from being discouraging. It takes 
@ great deal of merchandise of all 
kinds to suppply the actual and im- 
perative needs of the people of this 
oofintry.

When this 
eauld not be obtained, a move would 
be made toward cutting down wages 
as @ means of reducing costs of pro- 
tion. Only as a last resort, when 
teriff protection could not be had and 
ages could not be reduced, would 
in methods be resorted 


higher duties than to adopt measures 
of efficiency or to scrap antiquated 
machinery. Every one knows how, 
during the war,period, a lot of manu- 
facturing plants which ought to have 
been. junked because-out of date or 
otherwise wasteful, were kept alive 
and made to pay because of the high 
minimum prices fixed by the Govern- 
ment. Not all such plants have been 
made efficient. But many of them 
heve managed to survive by the aid 
ai -the price-fixing associations which 
a number of Federal Grand Juries 
have been recently looking after. 
There are certain disadvantages of 
competition when it becomes extreme 
and of the ‘* cut-throat” order, but 
nothing yet has been invented to take 
the place-of fair and honest competi- 
tion in producing economy and effi- 
ciency and preventing waste.

Every once in a 
while the an- 
nouncement is made 
of the sale of a lot 
of surplus goods or 
materials by this and other Govern- 
ments. They consist of the most di- 
verse kinds of merchandise, originally 
gotten out for war purposes and now, 
of course, of no use. When they were 
contracted for nobody had any idea 
how long the war would last, and 
mines, mills and factories were worked 
to their utmost to supply possible 
needs. The coming of peace and the 
demobilization of millions of men put 
a peremptory and sudden stop to the 
demand.

From the course 
of the quotations 
on cotton the 
average outsider 
would be inclined 

to believe either that the supply will 
prove larger than has been estimated 
or else that consumption of the article 
will amount to less than has been re- 
cently indicated. It is not so long ago 
since 40-cent cotton was predicated on 
a, showing not more bullish than what 
appearances now call. for. 
of things have happened in the last 
eighteen months or’so, one of them 
being the strike of ‘buyers. In the 
trade there is a reluctance to take as 
positive the Government estimates of 
this year’s cotton crop. It is even 
predicted that the census report on 
ginning up to Nov.“1, which is to be 
issued on Wednesday, will show i 
larger quantity ginned ‘at that date 
than the entire yield as estimated by 
the Agricultural Department: - How- 
ever this may be, the mesistance to 
the upward movement beyond the 20- 
cent limit is an outstanding fact. Dur- 
ing the last week the price went con- 
siderably below this. Makers of cot- 
ton goods, in getting out their prod- 
ucts, have been allowing themselves a 
fair margin to meet fluctuations in the 
ccst of the raw material. "The harden- 
ing of prices has somewhat restricted 
sales in certain lines, but the mills in 
general are showing considerable ac- 
tivity. In some cases they are sold 
ahead for the remainder of the year, 
despite the general tendency against 
forward commitments. In printed and 
other finished goods the contracts go 
to the end of January. This is notable, 
in view of the increased prices that 
have been made. Knit goods ac- 
tivity is a little fitful, but business is 
improving. Hostery, also, is coming 
in for a fair share of attention. Spring 
prices on such goods are to be named 
Within a few days.

In all the wool 
markets the upward 
tendency in prices 
continues. This has 
been shown at every 
auction sale in Great Britain, Aus- 
tralia and this country. While ths 
fine conibing merinos have come in 
for most attention because the supply 
of them is comparatively limited, in- 
terest has also~been shown in the 
crossbreds and the coarser wools gen- 
erally. The last mentioned varieties 
have risen in price because of a greater 
demand for them for use in cheaper 
fabrics. It is going ‘to ‘be a question 
to what extent, if at all, the higher 
cost of the raw material will be re- 
flected in fabric prices for the next 
Fall season, uch prices will prob- 
ably be fixed at the beginning of thu 
year. Meanwhile, the mills are more 
active on orders than they were at 
this period last year and are quite 
scrupulous in meeting sales terms be- 
cause buyers are holding them strictly 
fo contracts... In clothing, business.on 
overcoats has been better than on 
stits.. The women's garment industry 
has shown more activity due to the 
possibility of scarcity in case the strike 
of workers materializes: The pros- 
pects are that the workers will go out 
and that the manufacturers will stand 
firm in their position in the matter 
of piece work. If both sides do as they 
now say, the fight will be toa finish 
and the manufacturers are most likely 
to win out. In such event, the cloth-

GOST OF RUNNING 
AN ASSOCIATION 


An Important Thing to Know 
When It Comes to a Ques- 
tion of Retrenching. 


From the burden that has fallen on 
the business world, during the period 
of transition from boom to normal times, 
the average. trade association has es- 
caped no more unscathed than the aver- 
age men who/make up the membership 
of such bodies. Some of the associa- 
tions are said’ to have lost from 10 to 
50 per_cent. of thelr membership,-with 
what ultimate result only time will tell. 
Others have had to cut expenses sharply 
and reduce their staffs. considerably, 
with the unfortunate result in some in- 
stances that service to the members 
has been reduced proportionately. | 


To no small extent this neéd of reduc- 
ing expenses has been due to the fact 
that many association executives, as 
well as the directors, did not know just 
where they stood financially. Conse- 
quently, when it became necessary to 
cut the personnel and thg expenses they 
did not know just where the knife could 
be used with the least injury to all. con- 
cerned. 

That it is possible to calculate the 
cost of running a trade association, just 
as it is possible to calicula.e the cost 
of turning out merchandise, is asserted 
by A. F. Allison, Secretary of the In- 
ternational Association of Garment Man- 
ufacturers. In a talk with a Timms 
reporter yesterday, Mr. Allison asserted 
that while interest in trade association 
costs might at first glance seem limited, 
due to the relatively small number of 
commercial organization executives there 
are in the country, actually the inter- 
est in such a topic is found “to be ex- 
tremely wide when consideration is 
taken of the many thousands of busi- 
ness men who are included in the mem- 
bership of such bodies. 

‘** All of these men have a direct inter- 

ee? in the associations to which they 
belong,’’ ‘Mr. Allison continued, ‘' and 
ali of them are-entitled to the best ser- 
vice their ofganizations can render. My 
personal conviction is that no associa- 
tion can make proper progress toward 
serving its members until it is organized 
on a cost contrel or cost accounting 
basis, which calls for departmentaliza- 
tion. “The broad scope of the Interna- 
tional Association of Garment Manu- 
tacturers may lend itself more readily 
to such separation than organizations of 
| less brgaath, but 1 cannot conceive of 
any trade association which would not 
derive benefit from drawing a distinct 
line petween its variéus activities and 
determining the cost of each. 

“The day of, the existence of . the 
trade association merely for social pur- 
poses has passed. The only justification 
for such bodies today is to render ser- 
vice, chiefly through the promulgation 
of certain standards; but how can any 
managing eaecutive of a trade associa- 
tion preach standards to the members 
if he has none in his own work? The 
example afforded by his conduct in his 
own office preaches louder than words. 
Business men lack confidence even in 
the Federal Government in its service to 
industry, because they know that cost- 
ing has never been a part of the Govern- 
ment’s perception of its job. 
~“* Every trade association beats the 
service drum, and probably all associa- 
tion executives ure apt to try everything 
at once. Knowing the cost, however, 
bars the way to wasteful expenditures. 
The proper conservation of finances is 
at all times the duty of the executive; 
and at the present time it amounts al- 
most to a religion with the man who has 
the right conception of his work. There 
is not betetr aid to economy than cal- 
culation of costs. ‘ 

‘In collecting data on service in 
trade association work recently I re- 
ceived information from 54 organizations 
of this kind: Of the 54 only 17 are con- 
ducting a cost accounting-services.. Just 
how many of them ‘are costing~ their 
work I do not know. lBxperience in 
my own work, however, has taught me 
thet it is vital to the success of the 
association. ; 

‘“As I have said before, the prelim- 
inary step in costing an assdciation’s 
work is to departmentalize it. This 
should ba done preferably along the line 
of functions, rather than individuals. 
|In our association, for instance, we have 
|set_up geven departments for acounting 
jand budget purposes. These are:, Gen- 
eral and administrative; collective buy- 
jing; textile department; bureau of. fac- 
|tory practice and industrial, relations; 
| general cost council; Washington office, 
j}and convention and exhibition. 

‘‘In addition to these divisions-of rec- 
crd we have service divisions, on which 
cost records are being maintained until 
such time as expenditures warrant full 
departmentalization. Among these ser- 
vices are trade mark and registration, 
Federal tax,\traffic information, export 
data, trade service letter (weekly), trade 
conditions report (monthly), and aj.per- 
sonal advertising and merchandising ser- 
vice. Each month, as promptly as the 
trial balance is taken off our books, I 
have on my desk a report showing in 
detail the income and expenditures of 
each department for the month pre- 
ceding. 

‘* No vurchases are made without a 
requisition, which must be ‘‘ O. K.’d ” by 
a person in authority. All requisitions 
roust show for what department the 
purchase is made. Such purchases as 
are made for stock that will be later 
distributed to the various departments 
are so entered, as in the case. of mimeo- 
graph, addressograph and ditto supplies, 
Distribution is later made on such items 
by means of job instruction sheets and 
job cost tickets, which we use on évery 
plece of mimeogranh or ditto work done 
by us. Each month the volume of their 
work done for each department is fig- 
ured from the job tickets, which show 
both labor and supply costs for each 
job, and from this compilation the total 
cost of supplies is distributed. 

“The payroll is distributed -100 per 
cent. The salary of a single employe 
may be charged against several depart- 
ments in pronortion. to the work done 
for them. Where work in any depart- 
ment is sufficient to require the entire 
time and attention of one or more. em- 
ployes, , the entire salary or salaries 
are, of ‘course, charged to that depart-— 
ment. Rent, which includes light and 
heat, is charged on the basis of square 
feet occupied ,by each department. 

‘‘ Overhead expense is distributed on a 
unit-hour basis, tus “fstridution, to- 
gether with that of administrative ex- 
pense, supplies a puzzling problem; and 
we do ;not begin to claim that we have 
solved’it. In working out the distribu- 
tion of overhead expense, however, the 
total number of hours worked in a year 
by all persons on the general payroll, 
excepting: myself, is figured. The 
amount of this payroll is then divided 
by the total number-of hours worked 
to obtain the per hour cost. This cost, 
or unit, in turn is divided into the va- 
rious departmental payrolls to deter- 
mine the number of hours worked by 
each department. 

“This done, the total number of hours 
worked is divided into the hours worked 
by each department to determine: the 
percentage of the total hours worked by 
each department. For example, if the 

and total of working hours should be 

,000, and some particular department 
is found to have worked 1,000 hours in 
the course of the year, 20, is divided 
into 1,000, which gives.5 per cent. That 
department, then, is charged with 5 per 
cent. of theoverhead expense.” , 


Silk In. Storage. 

Reports from the principal warehouses 
in this city, gathered by the Statistical 
Bureau of the Silk Association of Amer- 
ica, show that the total amount of silk 
in storage on Nov. 1 was 19,304 bales.

_ FOR SEASONAL BUYING. 


Plan’ Which Dress Manufacturers 
Have In View to This End. 


In order to further the movement re- 
cently begun py the Associated Dress 
Industries of America, to reconcile the 
women’s’: garment seasons with the 
calendar, a committee of dress’ manu- 
fecturers is soon to be appointed to de- 
vise ways and means of having buyers 
of this merchandise visit the local mar- 
In 
explaining yesterday the work of the 
committee, Executive Director Moses- 
sohn of the association described the 
catch-as-catch-can merchandising chaos 
which has actuated dress manufactur- 
ers to.‘ beat the other fellow to it,” 
resulting in a situation in which sea- 
sons aye no longer seasonable, but 
merely’ represent the matching of wits 
and ability to produce something new 
almost from day to day. . 

“The proposed committee,’ he said, 
‘‘ will endeavor to intensify seasonal 
buying, as against present hand-to- 
mcuth buying, comprising for the most 
part. the. efforts of bargain hunters to 
obtain ‘jobs’ at a price. 

“The season of style leaders is early 
and short, and by the end of a five or 
six weeks period it is necessary for them 
to make a second showing. In the 
meantime ‘the -Tower-priced houses_are 
busy. copying... It is deemed advisable, 
therefore, to get as many buyers as pos- 
sible to the market for the first show- 
ing. When the second showing is ready 
it is the purpose of the committee to 
make the occasion of so much import- 
ance that buyers will find it necessary 
to make a second visit for the new line. 
This would- make four seasons, and the 
buyers whoacater to a Winter resort 
trade would have to make a fifth trip. 

‘““With a large number of buyers in 
the market at stipulated times, the 
manufacturers could more closely esti- 
mate their possible demands for the 
season, and thereby would be in a posi- 
tion to figure production costs, mare 
closely, reflecting an advantage to the 
buyer. The buyer would have a more 
accurate check on his own stocks, and 
would have merchandise when the de- 
mand is heavy and small stocks when 
the demand is Hight. This is a move 
which is not projected only for the bene- 
fit of manufacturers, _but because it 
would also benefit retail distribution to 
the consumer.”’

New: Combination of Metallic Cloth 
With Velvet In Hats. 


Though adhering to the regulation 
shapes decreed for matrons by Dame 
Fashion this season, a new line just 
introduced by a local manufacturer is 
said ‘bythe forthcoming bulletin of the 
Retail.

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NEW KIND OF SPORT SHOE. 


The Sole of It Is Made of Unvul- 
canized Crepe Rubbef. 


‘Sport shoes with soles cut from un- 
vulcanized plantation crepe rubber have 
been introduced in England. A showing 
of the new type of sole at the rubber 
exhibition last Summer popularized the 
idea, and boot and shoe manufacturers 
are now preparing to make sport shoes 
with the new &oles readily available for 
the trade. Trade Commissioner Hugh 
D. Butler reports that Englishmen play- 
ing tennis on Far Eastern rubber plan- 
tations discovered that they got much 
better wear from’ crepe rubber soles 
than they did from that which had been 
put through the vuicanizing process. 

Shoes soled with the raw crepe rubber 
are said to present a most attractive 
appearance, as the rubber is of a bright 
golden color with corrugated surfaces. 
Orly blanket crepe, which is close knit 
and gristly, is deemed suitable for the 
raw rubbef sole. They are exceptionally 
resilient since they contain many times 
as much rubber as the ordinary vulcan- 
ized rubber sole. Shoes equipped with 
the new type of sole have not proved 
thus far to be as cheap as shoes with 
the standard vuleanized sole, but it is 
the’ opinion of the promoters of the 
project thaty as soon as the new soles 
are made in quantity, they can be sold 
at a price not much higher than a good 
grade of standard shoes. 

There is a very large market in Eng- 
land for durable sport shoes. The most 
popular type is known as ‘“‘ Plimsoll,’’ 
which is a cheap canvas shoe used for 
any purpose for which shoes with rub- 
ber soles are’ needed. Their- average 
life is two or three weeks, and the trade 
would therefore welcome a sole which 
offers more substantial service. 


FLOOR COVERINGS SALES. 


Orders for Spring Delivery Have 
Been Very Satisfactory. 


A.summary of the business taken in 
floor coverings for Spring delivery since 
Tuesday of last week discloses one of 
the most satisfactory openings the trade 
has had for a long time. All grades of 
.g00ds have been in demand. 
least interesting feature in this respect 
has been the active call for Wilton rugs, 
despite the fact that they did not share 
in the declines of the other varieties to 
any extent, if at all. With stocks of 
Wiltons practically nil as a result of 
recent labor troubles, buyers,’ were not 
really looking for lower prices on them, 
but took them at the prices quoted in 
order to supply the demand for goods of 
this quality that had been in existence 
for some time. 

Axminsters also did well, not only be- 
cause many consumers think well of 
that type of rug, but also to fill out the 
gap left vacant by the shortage of Wil- 
tons. There were buyers who had not 
been expecting very marked reductions 
on Axminsters, and who were agreeably 
surprised by the cuts which were made. 
The reductions on velvets and tapestries 
were a factor in the wide sale of those 
varieties, as it brought them more within 
the range of persons.who were unable to 
buy them six months ago. 

In the style end of the opening the 
feature was the introduction of fringe 
on many of_ the more popular-priced 
goods in simulation of Orientals. The 
general trend of design and colorings, 
however, showed no radicalwchange from 
what had been seen during the past 
season. In the colors the blue and tan 
shades predominated, while in the pat- 
terns all-over designs. vied with solid 
color centre and bordered effects. 


RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Conditions in Them Are Apathetic 
Where They Are Not Weak. 


Signs of an iraproved conditioh in the 
silk trade are noted, and there is a 
slightly. better tone to the raw silk mar- 
kets in consequence. The mills are con- 
tinuing to work on short time, however, 
and only buy their immediate wants. A. 
P. Villa & Bros., Inc.. report that the 
Japanese silks started the week _ very 
quietly and with a weak tendency. Brisk 
buying developed on the decline and 
quotations turned upward and are likely 
to go higher. The visible stock is esti- 
mated at about 29,900 bales. 

The market at Canton is” unchanged 
and quiet. Prices are well maintained

A disastrous expedition 
te Sicily, and ten years of endur- 
ance, wasted her substance. 


The Peloponnasian War was a 
struggle between the idea of a de- 
Mocracy and military efficiency. 
Every element of the Greek race was 
drawn into it. Throughout the 
Greek world the military parties were 
pro-Spartan and the democratic par- 
ties pro-Athenian. In Athens there 
was a sort of pacifist party which 
favored temporizing with the Spar- 
tans, whom the dramatists ridiculed 
as breakers of their word and oaths. 
And there was a party which favored 
a fight to the bitter end—‘ jusqu’ 
au bout.”” 

Professor Gilbert Murray, our 
great modern Greek interpreter, 
points out that, as the war went on, 
and the wider the devastation of 
battle extended, the more men’s 
minds were poisoned by hatred and 


suspici --. and ho ’, as the end ap- 
Proached, 2verywhere there arose 
hopes that, after the war, a city 


would come into being in which the

However, since our ancestors 
have stamped this custom with their 
approval. it becomes my duty to obey 
the law and to try to satisfy your 
several wishes and opinions as best 
I may. 

** I shall begin with our ancestors: 
it is both just and proper that they 
should have the honor of the first 
mention on an occasion like the pres- 
ent. They dwelt in the country with- 
out break in the succession from 
generation to generation, and handed 
it down free to the present time by 
their valor. And if our more remote 
ancestors deserve praise, much more 
do our own fathers, who added to 
their inheritance the empire which 
we now possess, and spared no pains 
to be able to leave their acquisi- 
tions to us of the present generation. 
Lastly, there are few parts of our 
dominions that have not been aug- 
mented by those of us here, who are 
still more or less in the vigor of life; 
while the mother country has been 
furnished by us with everything that 
can enable her to depend on her own 
resources whether for war or for 
peace. That part of our history 
which tells of the military achieve- 
ments which gave us our several 
possessions, or of the ready valor 


eign aggression, is a theme too famil- 
iar to. my hearers for me to dilate 
on, and I shall therefore pass it by. 
But what was the road by which we 
reached our position, what the form 
of government under which our 
greatness grew, what the national 
habits out of which it sprang; these 
are questions which I may try to 
solve before I proceed to my pane- 
gyric upon these men; since I think 
this is to be a subject upon which 
on the present occasion a speaker 
may properly dwell, and to which the 
whole assemblage, whether citizens 
or fereigners, may listen with ad- 
vantage. 

“Our constitution does not copy 
the laws of neighboring States; we 
are rather a pattern to others than 
imitators ourselves. Its administra- 
tion favers the many instead of the 
few; this is why it is called a de- 
mocracy. If we look to the laws, 
they afford equal justice to all in 
their private differences; if to social 
standing, advancement in public life 
falls to reputation for capacity, class 
considerations not being allowed to 
interfere with merit; nor, again, 
does poverty bar the way—if a man 
is able to serve the State, he is not 
hindered by the obscurity of his con- 
dition. The freedom which we en- 
joy in our government extends also 
to our ordinary life. There, far from 
exercising a jealous’ surveillance 
over each other, we do not feel called 
upon to be angry with our neighbor 
for doing what he likes, or even to 
indulge in those injurious lvoks 
which cannot fail to be offensive, al- 
though they inflict no positive pen- 
alty. But all this ease in our pri- 
vate relations does not make us law- 
less as citizens. Against this fear is 
our chief safeguard, teaching us to 
obey the magistrates and the laws, 
particularly such as regard the pro- 
tection of the injured, whether they 
are actually on the statute books or 
belong to that code which, although 
unwritten, yet cannot be broken 
without acknowledged disgrace. 


‘‘ Further, we provide plenty of 
means for the mind to refresh itself 
from business. We celebrate games 
and sacrifices all the year round, 
and the elegance of our private es- 
tablishments forms a daily source of 
pleasure and helps to banish the 
spleen; while the magnitude of our 
city draws the produce of the world 
into our harbor, so that to the Athe- 
nian the fruits of other countries 
are as familiar a luxury as those of 
his own. - 


‘* If we turn to our military policy, 
there also we differ from our antag- 
onists. We throw open our city to 
the world, and never by alien acts 
exclude foreigners from any oppor- 
tunity of learning or observing, al- 
though the eyes of an enemy may 
occasionally profit by our liberality; 
trusting less in system and policy 
than to the native spirit of our citi- 
zens; while in education, where our 
rivals from their very cradies by a 
painful discipline seek after manli- 
ness, at Athens we live exactly as we 
please, and yet are just as ready 
to encounter every legitimate danger. 
In proof of this may be noticed that 
the Lacedaemonians do not invade 
our country alone, but bring with 
them all their confederates; while we 
Athenians advance unsupported into 
the territory of a neighbor, ‘and 
fighting upon a foreign soil usually 
vanquish with ease men who are de- 
fending their homes. Our wnited 
force was never yet encountered by 
any enemy, because we have at once 
to attend to our marine and gt dis- 
patch our citizens by land upon a 
hundred different services; so that, 
wherever they engage with some 
such fraction of our strength, a suc- 
cess against a detachment is magni- 
fied into a victory over the nation, 
and a defeat inte a reverse suffered 
at the handa of aur entire people. 
And yet if with habits not of labor 
but of ease, an@ courage not of art 
but of nature, we are still willing to

VERY ONE will recall that 
gorgeous satire upon parent- 
hood, ** The Ordeal of Rich- 
ard Fevy2rel.”” The father of

himself had made. Richard was 
every son, respecting all the mis- 
takes of all previous generations, 
quite as if the light of precept and 
example had not been held before 
him with philosophic pérsistence. 
Some one will write some day a 
satire upon that wise paremt, Charles 
Evans Hughes, trying to keep his 
son, the Secretary of State Hughes, 
from the mistakes of Governor 
Hughes and Presidential Candidate 
Hughes, and particulariy from the 
grave errors of that common an- 
cestor of all American statesmen for 
much time to come, Woodrow Wil- 
son, the awful example in the fam- 
ily line, from whom you may inherit 
by a throwback but who should serve 
as a constant and effective warning. 
Every Gay of his youth Mr. Secre- 
tary Hughes studied the career of 
Mr. Wilson, and in his heart he 
meant fully to profit by it. Yet in 
a week or so he will enter the com- 
ing conference at Washington in a 
position which almost exactly paral- 
lels that of Mr. Wilson at Paris. 
The moral of George Meredith’s 
novel was that you have always to 


reckon with human nature, and the 


moral of Mr. Secretary Hughes ap- 
pears to be that you have to reckon 
with American nature, that given an 
international conference an American 
charged with foreign affairs will be- 
have as Mr. Wilson did, at least until 
this country’s attitude toward the 
rest of the world greatly changes; 
that, in other words, the mistakes of 
Mr. Wilson were the mistakes of 
America and that no American can 
escape them, no matter how thor- 
oughly he has considered what hap- 
pened at Paris.

The 
parallel between Mr. Hughes today, 
in spite of his determination, and the 
ex-President .as he took ship for 
Paris, is remarkable. It is worth 
examining, for the history of the 
disarmament and the Far Eastern 
conference will be written around it— 
or let me say, respecting the cautions 
and exact language of the Secretary, 
who does not wish, like Mr. Wilson, 
to raise any false hopes—the history 
of the limitation of armaments and 
Far Eastern conference. 

Now every one knows that the 
capital mistake of Mr. Wilson at 
Paris was in setting his heart upon 
something, desiring the Leagye of 
Nations so greatly that foreign diplo- 
mats were able to trade him out of 
all his moral belongings in return for 
his League and his Covenant.

I had a curious confirmation re- 
cently of the extent to which the 
spirit of Paris possesses those who 
are to speak for the American Gov- 
ernment at Washington. President 
Harding was talking much more 
frankly and confidentially than is his 
wont. He was telling of his hopes 
in the present conference. Where 
was the hard realism of the unde- 
luded Republicans? All the old 
phrases, our disinterestedness, our 
trusteeship for civilization, our gen- 
erous perception of the needs of 
Japan, were to be made not impos- 
sible, but next door to impossible. 


Mr. Harding talked well, like a sec- 
ond-rate Wilson, without Mr. Wil- 
son’s eloquence, and passion, with 
the manner of one whose mind does 
not originate but accepts from oth- 
ers, which is his usual manner, Mr. 
Harding being the intellectual filter 
of his Cabinet. What had been’ 
poured into the receptacle was a 
dilute Wilsonism. What came out 
was something less austere, less im- 
aginative, more kindly and gracious 
than Wilsonism—you felt sympathy 
for Mr. Harding, living and having 
responsibilities in a world such as 
his Republican associates proved by 
citation and statistic the world of 
ours to be. 

The mistakes of Wilson—which 
may, of course, turn out to be the 
glories of Mr. Hughes—where do 
they come from; why do they so 
persist? I don’t think they are the 
mistakes or the glories of any one. 
They are inevitable. They are Amer- 
ican. So long as we are not in trade 
internationally we shall always ap- 
proach international conferences as 
Mr: Wilson approached his and 
Mr. Hughes his. If our principles 
do not permit us to bargain, all 
we-can do is to lay our cards 
on the table and invite every one 
jelse to do so. Mr. Wilson's -plan 
provided a table on which the world’s 
ecards should be perpetually laid. Mr. 
Harding, more limited in his vision 
and warned by what happened to his 
predecessor, provides a table for 
one single laying down of cards, 
of which experience he hopes the 
world will be so enamored that there 
| will always be a table on which all 
the eards will always be lying. 
| The United States has the thor- 
oughly human desire to make the 
world over in its own image. No 
| American stategman can ever enter 
} a conference of nations in any other 
spirit. So long as we maintain our 
partial isolation we cannot bring to 
a counsel table the goods in which 
other nations trade. Other nations 
seek guarantees of their own se- 
curity. We can offer no alliances. 
Therefore we bring fine phrases,

NEW VOICES. _An Introduction to 

Contemporary Poetry. By Mar- 

guerite Wilkinson. New Edition, 

Revised and Enlarged.

NE is glad to welcome Mrs. 

Wilkinson’s excellent book in 

this new and enlarged edition. 

Any one seeking an introduc- 

tion to contemporary poetry will 

find none other so penerally accepta- 


- ble, both as regards the poetry se- 


lected and the interpretative criti- 
cism with which it is accompanied. 
While Mrs. Wilkinson has the en- 
thusiasm proper to a critic whose 
business it is to be something of a 
propagandist too, she seldem allows 
it to bias her judgment, and when- 
ever that happens on one page, one 
usually finds that she supplies her 
own correction on another. She is 
not led astray by those spurious 
novelties, the only novelty of which, 
as a rule, lies in their underbred im- 
pudence, usually joined with an ig- 
norance of the like egotistic vagaries 
in former periods of poetic “* revolt.”’ 
Such ‘‘ new ’”’ poets, she well says, 
do ‘‘ not realize that many things 
have never been said in the past 
simply because they were not. worth 
saying.’’ The following passage on 
‘* free yerse "’ makes one ‘realize 
that, however one may occasionally 
differ with Mrs. Wilkinson, we are ir 
the hands of a critic we can respect 
and with whom we share a certain! 


common ground: 

What is sometimes called ‘ the 
vers libre movement ” seems to have 
been valuable chiefly because it has 
been a way of making experiments 
with rhythm. Few poets have used 
the free rhythms creditably, not to 
say beautifully. And, unfortunately, 
numerous poetasters ‘undisciplined in 
the artistic use of rhythm and 
ignorant of the ancient, syrametrical 
designs of English verse *.* 
seized the opportunity afforded by 
the vogue of free verse to place 
themselves before the public in the 
guise of poets. * * * Suvh poet- 
asters simply cut up long lines of 
level prose rhythms into: random 
lengths. * * * Such chapped up 
prose lines had no poetic cadence 
because no poetic lift of emotion pro- 
duced them or produced a rhythm 
for them. Therefore they had no 
power to produce an emotion in the 
reader. At best, they put before us a 
more or less trivial mental pic- 
ture or stimulated us intellectually 
and superficially by their specious 
imaginative cleverness. At worst, 
they were simply banal, or else they 
aroused in the reader by shock and 
sensationalism what they could not 
awaken in the ways natural and ap- 
propriate to poetry, a sense of per- 
verted excitement. But when the 
novelty of it had worn off, we were 
bored rather’ than amused by the 
shrieking, grimacing headline quality 
of much that was called free verse. 
Such experiments failed because the 
motives of their makers were wrong. 
Such experiments were not sincerely 
made with the desire to create a 
living beauty. They were idly and 
easily made with a desire te write 
quickly. 


Even an ‘* ultra-conservative ” 
eould scarcely say more! But what 
** ultra-conservative '’ would have 
the courage to declare that, ** of the 
radical poets in general, ft may be 
said that most of their work will die, 
and die very soon ’’? However, Mrs. 
Wilkinson is a privileged person, she 
is not ‘* ultra-conservative,’’ and she 
immediately softens her stern proph- 
ecy by adding, ‘“‘ But that may 
be said just as truly of conservative 
poets’: continuing with this gen- 
eral statement, which one would 
have to be ‘‘ ultra-conservative,”’ in- 
deed, to dispute: 


But_the history of the arts and of 
mankind seems to show that often it 
is the great radicals of one genera- 
tion. who survive and become types 
of the achievement of that. genera- 
tion, and are considered eonservative 
by succeeding generations. There- 
fore radical tendencies should pe 
studied carefully. 


Well, of course! and is not this,

dulge in controversy.’’ There are at 
the present time far too many busy- 
bodies on Parnassus, too many sign- 
posts, tod many rival showmen. 
The proper peace of the sacred hill 
is thereby much disturbed and the 
waters of ‘* Aganippe Well '’ mud- 
died by personally conducted tour- 
ists, who had best be left to find 
their own way there in solitary med- 
itation. Poetry can well take care 
of itself, and organized praise helps 
it even less than organized deprecia- 
tion. The “ latest mode "' wears too 
often a quickly fading laurel, and has 
not that ‘‘ wise youth,” Mr. Max 
Beerbohm, remarked that ‘ to be 
out-moded is to be a classic ’’? So, 
perhaps, it is as well not to be too 
““new’’ unless you can be new 
after the manner of Wordsworth in 
his day or Browning in his or Walt 
Whitman in his. 

Now, with the best will in the 
world, can it be affirmed that any 
of Mrs. Wilkinson's ‘‘ new voices *’ 
are new as those great originals were 
‘new "’? As a matter of fact, such 
novelty as they seem tg possess 
comes of their following up the trails 
these three poets blazed for us. Their 
seriousness, their intensity, their 
quest after reality, their delight in 
that ‘‘ new roughness "’ which Whit-

A 
great poetic revival is in progreas. 


I think, however, that this poetic 
revival is less specially poetic than a 
part of the general spiritual revival, 
which, in spite of depressing material- 
istic appearances, is rising like a tide 
all over the world: It represents an 
interest in poetry not so much as 
poetry, but as one expression of the 
new ‘‘sturm und draug*' of the 
times. Hence its democratic affilia- 
tions. Poetry for a long period was 
aristocratic, It will be so again, as 
the world rediscovers the value of 
aristocracy. But for the present, the 
Word is made flesh, and. dwells 
among us. Poetry is doing for many 
what religion no longer can do for 
them. It is also doing their thinking 
for many, and is a strong influence 
in their politics. If, therefore. it 
should be complained that there is a 
general journalistic quality about the 
frequently strong, vivid, poignant 
and beautiful verse of these ‘“‘ new 
voices,"’ that is no proper reason for 
complaint, for this poetry has the 
day’s work to do first—and take its 
chance in being ‘’ immortal "’ after- 
ward, For poetry, indeed, has be- 
come a branch of the higher journal- 
ism. The ivory tower is still there 
for those who can, or care to, climb 
it. It will always be there, and there 
will always be magicians to occupy it, 
and men and women eager for its en- 
chantments.

OT long ago I was sitting one}

Human beings are 
so constructed that their insides are 
exacerbated and corroded by thought 
unexpressed, and anybody who has 
ever had a splinter in his finger | 
knows how,nature manoeuvres to ex- } 
pel anything that irritates her—any 
foreign body, I mean, like thought. | 
Shakespeare has annoyed more} 
people into expression than anybody 
who ever iived. I wonder if he 
knows it. Can you imagine him sit- 
ting after breakfast in Olympian 
comfort reading the latest reviews of 
—-well, say John Barrymore’s per- 
formance of ‘‘ Richard III.” or 
James K. Hackett’s ‘‘ Macbeth” as 
done in Paris at the Odéon? Can 
you hear him saying to Moliére in 
that phonetic French that so endears 
the visiting Briton to the Parisian:

Hampden has many qualities of

when very young, I saw Booth's 
Hamlet.

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- Some Portraits 
~ of the Nineties 


A Review by

PORTRAITS OF THE NINETIES. By 
BE. T. Raymond, Charles Scribner’s 
Sons. $4.50. 

O' the critic no less than to the 
historian, English life and 
thought in the decade from 
1890 to 1900 offers a pecu- 

liarly grateful subject. It was a pe- 
riod which witnessed the collapse of 
a political and of a far more im- 
portant intellectual compromise. 
Perplexed on every side by problems 
to which authority and tradition 
failed to provide their expected and 
comfortable solutions, it set about 
formulating solutions independently, 
through processes as irrelevant as 
their consequences proved inef- 
fectual. It was a period in which 
extraordinarily vivid contrasts went 
almost unnoticed. A doubtfully so- 
phisticated cynicism flourished in a 
somewhat chilly sunlight, but secarce- 
ly discouraged the evangelical fervor 
of various respectable meliorists. 
The balance of power was still in the 
hands of the elders, but the hands 
occasionally quivered at the annoy- 
ing pinpricks administered by a 
group of witty youths. It was a 
period which, producing Oscar 
Wilde, likewise produced the Salva- 
tion Army. It saw the defeat of 
Mr. Gladstone, the failure of Mr. 
Chamberiain, the eclipse of Lord 
Rosebery. It gave, with perfect 
equanimity, its suffrage equally to 
Watts and to Beardsley. It read 
Hardy and refused to read Meredith. 
It is with a group of the most sig- 
nificant figures of this period that 
‘* Portraits of the Nineties ” is con- 
cerned. Of many of the subjects it 
might be said that their significance 
in the intellectual landscape of their 
time is in itself a criticism and an 
interpretation of antera which is now 
remote even beyond the passage of 
the years. It is clearly indicative 
of the author’s sense of values that, 
in addition to portraying celebrities 
who happened also to be great men, 
he has revived the reputations of 
mediocrities who happened to be 
celebrated. In no other way could 
so satisfactory an impression be con- 
veyed of the complexion of the period 
asa whole. Mr. Raymond is a satir- 
ist of exquisite touch; the elements 
of his art are ip the subject mat- 
ter of his book, but his evaluations 
of character, though frequently ma- 
licious, are curiously inevitable. Mr. 
Lytton Strachey’s life of Victoria be- 
gins as satire, but the reader quickly 
suspects that although Victoria was 
a pleasant German housewife, Mr: 
Strachey has fallen in love with her 
and that to him she is as definitely 
an object of devotion as to the Eng- 
land of her time. Mr. Raymond sus- 
tains an almost perfect detachment 
toward the nineties. which sharpens 
the etching of his analyses. ~— 


The portraits of which the book is 


composed are neither biographical 
studies nor ‘‘ appreciations.'’ What 
Mr. Raymond has produced is a syn- 
thesis of biography and criticism 
which, presupposing an elementary 
acquaintance with the trend of 
events and opinion in the nineties, 
recreates in their own terms more 
than a score of personalities who in 
various ways influenced the life of 
their time. Compressed for the most 
part within the limits of ten pages, 
they are portraits in the round 
rather than in bas-relief. Consider, 
for example, the portrait of Mr. 
Gladstone. Mr. Raymond retells an 
anecdote about Disraeli which was 
told to Mr. Gladstone. It seems 
that Disraeli was induced to attend 
an exhibition of paintings and de- 
lighted the artists by fulsome and 
lavish praise of their work, but on 
leaving the. gallery remarked to a 
friend: ** What an ordeal! Such fear- 
ful-daubs I never saw!" To this 
story, says Mr. Raymond, “ Mr. 
Gladstone listened with a steadily in- 
creasing frown, and at the end of it 
he struck the table emphatically with 







his fist. ‘I call that devilish’ was 
his comment.” 


It was, probably [Mr. Raymond 
continues] this massive seriousness—- 
deriving from his intense sense of 
the eternal—that was the secret of 
Mr. Gladstone’s power over nearly 
all who came into close touch with 
him. It is not quite true that he 
altogether lacked a sense of humor. 
In a certain vein he could be play- 
ful, and even jocose, and, though he 
Was generally wanting in the com- 
pression which belongs-to true wit, 
witty things occasionally escaped 
him. * * * Every virtue has its 
characteristic dangers, and if Mr. 
Gladstone’s solemn belief in himself 
and his mission gave him immense 
power over others, it also led to one 
side of himself exercising too much 
power over the other. His intellect 
was often unduly dominated by his 
prepossessions; from first to last he 
seldom saw things in a dry light. 
In his youth Macaulay noted a char- 
acteristic which endured throughout 
life—content with insecure founda- 
tions for an argument, he relied too 
much for victory on his splendid 
power of impressive rhetoric. He 
was not the less governed by preju- 
dice, because his prejudice might at 
one time be different from, and even 
contradictory to his prejudice at an- 
other. Had Mr. Gladstone been a 
duller man, his temper would have 
ended by enfeebling the mind which 
it constantly reduced to subjection. 
But in his case a mentality almost 
preternaturally active was still fur- 
ther stimulated by the necessity of 
justifying his temper. It was driven 
to a kind of jesuitry through the 
despotic conscientiousness of its mas~- 
ter. Mr. Gladstone was incapable of 
ot ewe | deceiving others; he 
did sometimes unconsciously deceive 
himself, and others through himself. 
On certain questions, like finance, 
which he could treat objectively, his 
reason had full play; on others his 
judgment was always liable to sub- 
jective disturbance. Where a broad 
and definite moral issue existed, that 
Judgment seldom went astray, -but 
on whole classes of questions more 
or less indifferent he was governed 
by the same sort of likes and dis- 
likes which determine a rich man's 
wine cellar or picture collection. 


One of the brilliant characteristics 
of Mr. Raymond's book is the sharp- 
ness of line with which, in two or 
three strokes, he sums up both a 
figure and a philosophy. Frequently 
there is a touch of acerbity, even of 
malice, in these vignettes; satire is 
seldom absent, but the satire is an 
effect of his penetrating logic. 


George Meredith [he says] was 
impatient of talk about life’s ironies; 
he took things as they came, ac- 
cepted Fate’s decrees with fortitude, 
and did not blame Nature for be- 
ing natural. He liked recognition; 
he liked aiso good and even fat liv- 
ing, old vintages, pleasant lodgment, 
and ease of mind. He wrote best 
about the sunshine when he saw it 
through a glass of fine claret, and 
lark pie was for him the best prepa- 
ration for an ode to the lark. 

Meredith’s genius [he says else- 
where} lay in the direction of mak- 
ing the simplest =< obscure, and 
the most ordinary things out-of-the- 
way. The dread of being common- 
place seems to. have inclined him 
especially to verbal contortions when 
he was conscious of some thinness 
or ordinariness of thought. 


Or, as anothér illustration of the 
quality of Mr. Raymonds’s scalpel, 
consider the profound truth of his 
analysis of John Morley’s democratic 
liberalism. Morley, he tells us, 
spoke at a public meeting, and a 
local magnate, in proposing a vote 
of thanks, suggested the nature of 
Morley’s personal claim to the re- 
spect of the audience. 


It was not his intellect, though, that 
was brilliant. It was not his party 
service, though that was great. It 
was the quality recognized by every 
working man who knew him as 
‘* Honest John.” Mr. Morley winced 
like a horse stung by a specially 
noxious gadfly, shifted uneasily - in 
his seat, and then glanced at the 
fat and complacent speaker with a 
malignity of which he might have 
been thought in ble. In that mo- 
men raisi: 
revealed all the temperamental dif- 
ficulties of this intellectually con- 
vinced democrat in thé presence of 
actual living democracy. If John 
Morley preserved ever a_ certain 
aloofness from the people, it was 
surely in the interests of his faith 
in the popular cause. In the pres- 
ence of peers and scholars he found 
no difficulty in maintaining the pur- 
ity of his democratic creed. But 
real contact with the masses must 
have been in the long run fatal. 
John Morley [he writes elsewher ], 
whatever his belief in ‘* the solution 
of political questions,’’ could 
with perfect philosophy failure to 
‘solve them. A Brutus. of political 
virtue, he was perhaps inclined 
rather to dine with Caesar than to 
stab him. But, as an Irish critic 
said of him, in the course of a glow- 
ing eulogy, he also resembled Brutus 
in his readiness to fall gracefully on 
his own sword when another would 
go on fighting for victory. 


No picture of the nineties would be 
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complete did it not give some account 
of that fugitive, and in many re- 
spects futile, adventure: of the spirit 
known to literary history as the 
** decadence.” It is difficult, even 
after thirty years, to arrive at a dis- 
passionate estimate of a movement 
so curiously fantastic in its personal 
aspects and so consciously artificial 
in its esthetic expression. To an 
unfortunate extent the function of 
criticism has been complicated by 4 
moral entanglement undisputably 
true but none the less extraneous to 
the question st issue. Mr. Raymond 
sums up the contribution of the 
“ decadent " movement in brief por- 
traits of its most conspicuous lead- 
ers, Beardsley and Wilde. The 
movement as a whole, he tells us, 
was a *‘ revolt without a standard, a 
rebellion without object or hope.” 
There was [he writes] a curiously 
impotent restles#hess among the in- 
tellectuals of the period, like that of 
Don oe imprisoned in a waiting room 
uring a block on the railway, or ina 
country hotise onawet Sunday. When 
people ate tired of sitting still and 
cannot summon resolution to go out 
for a walk they are apt to depreciate 
the furniture and take it out of the 
cushions, and the decadent move- 
ment was really an assault on Vic- 
torian console tables and antimacas- 
sars by men women who had 


grown too soft in Victorian easy 
chairs. - 


Beardsley and Wilde had in com- 
mou a consuming desire to at all 
costs épater les bourgeois; both were 
in revolt against convention and 
decorum; each, as Mr. Raymond ob- 
serves, would have died rather than 
do anything naturally.

In many ways this criticism, ex- 
traordindrily acute as applied to the 
work of Beardsley, is an equally 
penetrating diagnosis of the attitude 
and the gésttife of the ‘‘ decadent ”’ 
movement. 

Perhaps one of the most iateresting 
of Mr. Raymond's portraits is that 
of Thomas Hardy; it is an especial- 
ly sympathetic interpretation, and a 
remarkably condensed and complete 
analysis of Hardy's art. In Mr. 
Raymohd’s ‘opinion, Hardy is first 
an architect and then a poet; “in 
all his work the first quality is power 
of design, and the second form ana 
discipline of expression.” In con- 
trast to Kipling, who stands for hort- 
zontal extension, showing us_ the 
vast spaces of the world and the 
comparative insignificance of our 
own particular place therein, Mr. 
Hardy “ stands for the idea of ver- 
tical extension; he shows ug that on 
a half-acre- plot we can reach the 
centre of everything, provided we go 
deep enough.’’ A defect, from Mr. 
Raymond's point of view, is his un- 


| mefi’s always hopeless struggle with 


cireunistance, predicating a relent- 
less and ironic Fate, is logically con- 
sistent. Mr. Raymond observes that 
while the Immortals migh have 
killed Tess, they would have killed 
her with a sense of what was due 
to her dignity; it was Hardy, rather 
than the Immortals, who treated her 
with as little respect as a game- 
keeper does a stoat. Mr. Hardy’s 
characters are, in the light of aver- 
age human experience, the excep- 
tions. It is Mr. Hardy’s chief artis- 
tic defect that he conveys the im-~- 
pression that they are the rule. 


Mr. Raymond's book is not only 2 
remarkably successful exercise in 
critical insight, but an unusually 
diverting evaluation of a spacious 
and quickened moment in the march 
of English intellectual and political 
history. It is perhaps characteris- 
tically a result of Mr. Raymondé 
capacity for satire that the book re- 
veals the almost inevitable defects of 
character which, for the most part, 
operated to make both his subjects 
and their period equally fall short 
of complete achievement. This deli- 
cately insinuated irony, since it Is 
ifaplicit in the events of the nipeér 
ties, is uniquely adapted as a method 
to their literary resuscitation. And 
as a vivid picture of a brilliant, 
though ineffectual period, ‘°* Por- 
traits of the Nineties '’ is an impor- 
tant and delightful. contribution to 
biegpaphy ang criticism,

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Stefansson in the Friendly Arctic 


A Review by

OW entirely wrong have been 
many of the generally ac- 
cepted ideas about the Arctic 
regions is one of the impor- 

tant lessons to be learned from this 
new book by Vilbjalmur Stefansson 


nadian Arctic Expedition of 1913- 
1918. In our knowledge of the Arc- 
tic, as in so many other departments 
of science, we have preferred foolish 
imaginings to ciose and dispassion- 
ate investigation, spurious romance 
in place of reason and reality. 

The picture of the region of which 
the North Pole is the centrai poini 
of interest, as it has taken hold of 
the popular mind, is familiar—a vast 
and deselate tract of eternal ice ana 
snow, where the cold is so intense 
as to be unendurable, where no liv- 
ing thing can exist, but where, nev- 
ertheless, a strange kind of superman 
known as the explorer persists in 
gving upon perilous expeditions. 
Such an idea is far from the truth, 
but it could not have been developed 
without some substratum of fact or 
without the authority of those upon 
whose knowledge we have had to re- 
ly. Writers of sensational fiction 
may have done much to create the 
prevailing impression of the Arctic 
regions, but some of the blame} 
should be put on the scientists and | 
explorers who have made many of 
the initia! mistakes in matters cf 
fact or interpretation. By clearing 
up misconceptions this book becomes 
immediately a milestone in the ad- 
vance movement of knowledge and 
science. 

It was while engaged upon his 
second Arctic expedition of 1908- 
1912 that Stefansson developed his 
plans for the work of this his third 
and so far most important expedi- 
tion. This enterprise was to have 
been carried out under the auspices 
of the American Museum of Natural 
History and the National Geographic 
Society, but as the money which 
these two institutions could contrib- 
ute was insufficient, Stefansson 
went to Ottawa and approached the 
Canadian Government. Sir’ Robert 
Borden, who was then Prime Min- 
ister of the Dominion, was quite 
agreeable to supporting Stefansson’s 
plans, but he said that ‘‘ he felt 
them so important and so directly « 
concern to Canada that he woula 
‘prefer that the Canadian Govern- 
ment should undertake the whole re- 
sponsibility and the whole expense 


of the enterprise.’” The America| 
scientific organizations were asked) shining pa NI 
to consent to this new proposal. On | 


their doing so, the expedition was in 
February, 
Canadian Government and Stefans- 
son placed in command with com- 
plete authority to carry out his ideas 
in whatever way he thought best. 
The Karluk, the ship chosen for 
the expedition, sailed from Victoria, 
B. C., in June, 1913, and the follow- 
ing month left Nome, Alaska. As 
the expedition lasted over five years, 
and was split up into several sec- 
tions, Stefansson’s book deals with 
littie more than his own experi- 
ences, those of the other members of 
the expedition and all the purely sci- 
entific results being published in 
other books and official reports. Fo: 
example, the adventures of the party 
in the Karluk, which was caught in 
drifting ice and destroyed, have al- 
ready been related by Capiain Bart- 
lett, while Dr. Rudolph M. Ander- 
son, who was second in command, 
leas described in his report to the 
Canadian Government the successful 
explorations of the southern section. 
At first sight the use of the word 
_* friendly ’’ in the title of the book 
might seem to be there for no other 
‘reason than to indjeate that in the 
arctic regions Stefsnsson met a 
friendly pecple, the more so as he

has already described in a previous 
work the kindness and hospitality of 
the Eskimos. But the word has a 
much larger significance, for on 
what it implies hinges 
everything that made this expedition 
the great and unique piece of pio- 
neermg it was. Stefansson means 
that the north polar region is itself 
friendly and hospitable to man—that 
it is, contrary to all preconceived 
ideas, not a barren, desolate and for- 
bidding vastness, full of perils of 
death by starvation or from cold too 
intense for human endurance. This 
notion, so accordant with a taste for 
melodrama, was possible only be- 
aust. of ignorance, and again, let 
us add, not merely the ignorance of 
the uinstructed multitude, but of the 
scientific world as well: 


I was told by the Eskimos, and I 
had read the same before in geogra- 
phies and works of exploration, that 
the vast unknown .areas beyond the 
Eskimo frontier were devoid of ani- 
mal life. The Eskimos agreed with 
the rest of us in thinking that no 
one could live in those regions ex- 
cept for brief periods, and then only 
by taking along enough supplies to 
‘ast for the whole period, or what 
must necessarily be a dash into and 
a hurried retreat out of a regicn of 
permanent desolation. * * * JI 
could see no natural reason why the 
regions beyond the Eskimo frontier 
should be devoid of animal life. The 
fact that the Eskimos said so, and 
the fact that geographies and ency- 
clopaedias continue to make the 
same’ assertion, meant little to me. 
* * * f concluded the presumption 
to be that animal life could be found 
even in the very centre of the icy 
area. * * * My conclusion was 
that animal life had not been seen 
because it existed under the ice, 
where it would be inconspicuous. 
Hunting seals under thick polar ice 
resembles hunting as we commonly 
think of it less than it does pros- 
pecting. * * * I already knew the 
methods of securing seals, and came 

“zouth in 1912 firm in the belief that 
I could go into regions where Eski- 
mos had never been, and into which 
Eskimos were unwilling to go, be- 
cause they believed them devoid of 
resources, and that I could, in these 
regions, travel indefinitely, carrying 
on scientific or other work, and de- 
pending entirely on the resources of 
the country for food and fuel—food 
being the flesh of animals and the 
fuel their fat. 


That was the theory on which Ste 
fansson based the whole of his plans 
for his epoch-making enterprise, and 
it was the soundness of his thinking 
that ended in triumph. But what 
opposition he had to contend with! 
Practically every authority on Arctic 
exploration disbelieved the conclu- 
sion Stefansson had come to. And 
more than that. The skepticism of 
Dr. “Anderson and the other scien- 
tists of the expedition at one dra- 
matic turning point became open in- 
subordination and almost threatened 
to prevent Stefansson from achiev- 
ing the most notable of his discov- 
eries. This situation arose in the

| they found all the seals they needed, 
| and the further north they went the 
more abundant were these animals, 
which supplied both food and fuel. 
Owing to the journey having been 
; made in the Spring instead of earlier 
and the ice drifting in a direction op- 
posite to that in which they were go- 
ing, the explorers were ninety-six 
days before they reached land. 
At one time they built a snowhouse, 
which they warmed by burning seal 
oil and kerosene, and there they 
lived as happily as any one could 
wish. It will, indeed, as Stefans- 
son suggests, upset traditional ideas 
of the Arctic and of exploration to 
realize that he and his fellow-explor- 
ers were ‘* sitting in their shirt- 
sleeves, warm and comfortable, in 
snowhouses built on the floating ice 
of the polar sea,’’ while Europeans 
and Americans were shivering, owing 
to the shortage of fuel during the 
war. It was after Stefansson and 
his two companions. Storkerson and 
Ole Andreasen, left on this now fa- 
mous journey across the Beaufort 
Sea and nothing was heard of them 
for more than a year that it was 
taken for granted that they had 
perished. Stefansson thus had the 
pleasure at a later date of reading 
the ‘‘ greatly exaggerated '’ reports 
of his death. 

The three men spent the Summer 
of 1914 on Banks Island, the de- 
scription of which destroys another 
of the old ideas of the barrenness of 
the Arctic regions: 

Here was a beautiful country of 
valleys, everywhere gold and white, 
with flowers or green, with grass or 
mingled green and brown, with grass 
and lichens, except some of the hill- 
tops, which were rocky and barren. 
* * * There were sparkling brooks 

that united into rivers of crystal 
clearness, flowing over gravel bot- 
toms. * * * Heather was most 
abundant, so were bull caribou, so 
that the meat we lived on and the 
fuel for cooking it were 
Stefansson and his companions 
were the first white men to pene- 
trate the interior of this island, 
where they enjoyed ‘* delightful 
care-free journeys,”’ hunting and 
studying while they awaited the ar- 
rival of the North Star, an addi- 
tional steamer which had been ac- 
quired for the use of the expedition 
and which Stefansson had ordered 
to come to Banks Island to pick him 
up. In the expectation of finding 
the ship on the coast, they started 
southward in September, 1914, but 
on reaching Cape Kellett the ¢ex- 
plorers found another ship, the 
Mary Sachs. The change had been 
made by Dr. Anderson when 
Stefansson was given up for dead.

In Water Color Exhibition at the Brooklyn Museum of Art, 


OME ONE has said somewhere 


that there is no American 

school of water: color. 

usual, it is a question of defi- 
nition. If you mean by “‘ school ”’ 
a sect, 4 group of people who do 


things or think things in one set way 
and regard other ways of thinking 
or doing as heterodox, of course we 
have nothing of that kind in the 
lovely art of water color. But if you 
say school as you would say shoal 
of fish, a multitude of artists alike 
in loving water color as a medium of 
expression, we have one. The 
Brooklyn Museum, always throwing 
itself once more unto the breach, 
dear friends, and following causes 
supposed to be lost and discovered 
to be found, is by way of proving 
the existence of this magnificent 
shoal of water éolorists. It opens this 
week an exhibition of work in water 
color by American artists, and the 
exhibition will differ from the annual 
‘** water color exhibitions” by the 
omission of pastels and other things 
that smell as sweet by other names. 

Some of the artists represented are 
living, others have died within recent 
years. Nearly all have something 
individual and interesting to say. 
Winslow Homer and John 8. Sargent 
share one gallery. The Museum has 
tine examples of each in its own 
collections, and no one at all familiar 
with modern art is a stranger to the 
rugged vitality of theone or the 
priliant aristocratic method of the 
other. To see the work in large 
groups, however—and this is the un- 
derlying idea of the exhibition—is to 
realize the great motive power of 
genius, whatever the method or me- 
dium. Both Homer and Sargent 
have not only the power to achieve, 
but the power to resist. None of 
the pretty wiles of the prettiest me- 
dium in the world draws them aside 
from their direct path toward ex- 
pression of strong artistic convic- 
tions. And each is capable of adding 
himself to the thing seen without 
making too -much of the accretion. 
A primrose by the river’s brim a 
yellow primrose is to him, and noth- 
ing more. But, as soon as he paints 
it, for every one else it becomes 
something more, becomes primrose 


{plus Homer or plus Sargent. An 


artist rich in aristocratic sentiment 


As | hides himself. as much as he can in 


his work, paints ‘‘ what he sees,’’ 
claims no special significance for it 
and especially no personal reflection. 
And by a happy, nameless law his 
work is much more significant and 
personal than the work of those who 
get themselves in front of their sub- 
ject and paint only so much of it 
as they can see through this fre- 
quently opaque veil. 

This roomful of Homers and Sar- 
gents is a capital touchstone for the 
fineness of the work in the other 
rooms, not because of matter or 
method, but because of the beautiful 
absence of vanity making itself felt 
everywhere. 

Mary Rogers is one of those who 
stand the test, and the fresh, glad 
studies representing her clear talent 


assure us once more of the irrepara- 
b'e loss to modern art in her prema- 
ture death Unlike many of her 
companions-in modernism, synthesis 
was real to her and not a short cut 
out of difficulties. Her sketches are 
concentrated, not dissipated, effort. 
Charles Demuth, also, a little more 
labored, a little less a painter, when 
painting flowers, is willing to lose 
himself- that he may find himself. 
Whatever it is—pink cyclamen, nar- 
cissus, the branch of an orange 
tree—it is saturated with the paint- 
er’s interest in it, and it lets no one 
suspect a prejudice in his mind in 
favor of a special method or theory. 
The method, nevertheless, has a 
most provoking charm and does hold | 
attention by its combination of indi- | 
viduality and adequacy. 

Joseph Pennell’s watercolors are a 


beautiful water colors the artist has

Stephen Haweis is another man 
whose work insists upon suggesting 
arts and decoration. How much he 
could bring to that at present in- 
flated but empty sphere! Solid, 
wholesome nourishment instead of 
the airy nothings that keep it aim- 
lessly floating. The angular bodies 
and sharp gestures of his seated 
dancers have the quality essential to 
all first-rate decorative design, the 
organic quality dependent upon 
ceaseless reference to nature. 

René Clark’s little clean drawings 
with white edges also have this qual- 
ity; it is what saves them from 
getting prim. Lovely for silk, not 
quite rich enough for cotton. And 
if any one suspects derogation in 
this linking of ‘one’s favorites with 
the much-advertised art of the tex- 
tile it argues a lack of understand- 
ing. The supreme importance of 
having all things beautiful if one 
thing is to be supremely beautiful 
must be understood before we can 
become that which our highest au- 
thority said never existed—an artis- 
tic nation.

There is far more sense of the whole, 
and the embroidery of detail in 
which the artist is skillful beyond 
any of his contemporaries is less in- 
sistently a reason for the design.

In reaching this 
position he has been aided by a prac- 
tical wife, who is good in the usual 
understanding of the term, but who 
never seems thoroughly to under- 
stand the discontent which prevents 
her husband from really enjoying the 
success he has won. Indeed, the 
novel, notwithstanding that it deals 
mainly with business affairs, and in 
an able way, is largely a book of 
temperaments. Aside from the prin- 
cipal figure, Fielding Glidden, there 
are several other well-drawn char- 
acters, notably Beth, his shrewd, 
unimaginative wife. © The descrip- 
tions of Chicago, Detroit and New 
York are realistic and full of detail 
which reveals the author’s intimate 
knowledge of many phases of ex- 
istence in those cities.

LONDON, Oct. 25. } 
HE number of successful hiog- 
raphies of journalists’ is 
small, but there is much in 
Mr. J. Saxon Mill’s life of 
Sir Edward Cook which will interest | 
American readers. The volume bas 
just been issued by Messrs. Consta- 
ble. Jt contains many references to! 
jladstone, W. T. Stead, Tennyson, | 
Lord Rosebery, Ruskin, Lord Mor-} 
ley and others, whose interest will | 
not be bleached in crossing the At- 
lantic. Sir Edward Cook, who died} 
on Sept. 30, 1919, was one of the 
most efficient, broadest, and most | 
conscientious editors that London 
has known in generations. His suc- 
cess was not equal to his likelihood 
of it, because his career was inter- 
rupted too often by those commercial | 
upsets and revolutions in journalism 
which began to be frequent in his 
own working period. American read- | 
ers cannot be expected to be inter- | 
ested in thé various fates and acci- 
dents which unseated him from the 
editorial chairs of The Pall Mall Ga-| 
zette, The Westminster Gazette, The| 
Daily News, and the principal writ- 
ing post on The Daily Chronicle, nor 
even in his “‘ last task,’’ as the biog- 
rapher calls it, the direction of our 
press bureau during the war. But—- 
and this may have had something a 
do with his failure to attain the suc- 
cess he so richiy deserved—Sir Ed-j 
ward Cook was not only a journalist 
but a man of letters to his finger-.| 
tips. 

He was the greatest editor and bi- 
ographer of Ruskin. He was the 
biographer of Delane of The Times, 
and his life of the great Delane has! 
been described as the best book ever 
written about a journalist. His two 
volumes of ‘‘ Literary Recreations ”’ 
are remarkable in their inextricable 
blend of literary information and lit- | 
erary feeling. After an Oxford ca- 
reer Cook got into touch with Mr. 
John Morley, then editor of The Pall 
Mall Gazette. Ten years later he 
described their first meeting thus: 


When I got my _ introduction to 
John Morley and first went to see 
him, he asked me if I was an Oxford 
man. I said ‘ Yes," and then he 
asked me whether I was a very | 
confirmed one—whether, for instance, 
I was a Fellow of a college.

today.

named William T. Stead from The 
Northern Echo of Darlington to 
London. Cook was also engaged and

season. There are almost as many 
books as there are boys, and one can 
do no more than indicate a certain 
number of titles (all novels in this 
ease) and let the parent do his own 
selecting. A number of these books 
are so absorbing, fashioned with 
such a degree of literary finish, that 
it is doubtful whether the boy will 
get the book before his father has 
spent a surreptitious evening dipping 
into it himself. 

Boys’ books divide up easily 
enough into various classifications. 
There are Indian stories, tales of 
school life, adventures in strange 
lands, novels teaching history and 
life In hazardous professions, books 
stressing Boy Scout virtues, and just 
plain boys’ books that do not fit ex- 
actly into the above classifications. 
Perhaps it will be easiest to discuss 
a large group of juvenile fiction un- 
der the above headings. 

First of all we have Indian tales. 
Four good ones are offered as meat 
to the hungry youngster. ‘‘ The Raid 
of the Ottawa,’’ by D. Lange (Lo- 
throp, Lee & Shepard Company), 
tells how two American boys fol- 
lowed the trail of an Ottawa during 
the French and Indian War. The 
scene is laid in Western Pennsyl- 
vania and near the Great Lakes. Mr. 
Lange’s account of how these boys 
were captured and became the adopt- 
ed sons of an Indian is packed with 
exciting adventure. ‘“‘The War 
Trail,’’ by Elmer Russell Gregor (D. 
Appleton & Co.), describes how 
White Otter, a famous war chief 
of the Sioux, joins his friend Sun 
Bird in an expedition against the 
Blackfeet. There are thrilling In- 
dian battles galore in this book, which 
has not a single white character in it. 
'* Metipomis Hostage,"’ by Ralph 
Henry Barbour, who is responsible 
for three books this Autumn 
(Houghton Mifflin Company), is a 
narrative of the surprising adven- 
tures that befell David Lindall dur- 
ing the first year of King Philip's 
War.

attitude, but they are isolated, they 
are powerless to make themselves 
felt. 


** One of my best friends used te be 
Georges Clemenceau. For ten years 
we practically lived together—for ten 
years we had two meals a day to- 
gether. Look! '’ Brandes hurried 
over to a bookshelf, took down a 
volume by Clemenceau, pointed 
to the dedication. “To Georg 
Brandes,” it read, ‘‘en l’aimant 
{with love]. G. Clemenceau.” On 
the fly-leaf of another, Clemenceau 
had written: ‘* To Georg Brandes. 
His admirer. His friend. G. Cle- 
menceau.’’ 


** Yet, in spite of that,’’ continued 
Brandes, ‘‘ Clemenceau hates me 
now. During the war, when some of 
the Danes were getting rich out of 
war profiteering, Clemenceau wrote 
in his paper: 
nation without pride.’* I immedi- 
ately protested. Why should all the 
Danes be branded a nation without 
pride because there were some prof- 
iteers among us? Are there not 
profiteers everywhere—in America, 
for instance? 

** But my protest infuriated Cle- 
menceau. Ever since he has been in 
a fury against me. 


** ©] knew Brandes for ten years,’ 
he wrote, ‘ yet never did I know 
what kind of man he really was until 
now!’ How can that be true? How 
can a man have two meals a day 
with another for ten years and not} 
know what kind of man the other 
is until something that happens at} 
the end of those ten years acci-| 
dentally lets him know? Why, that 
is absurd! Yes, Clemenceau hates 
me now. Everywhere there is hate. 

** Look at Italy! What are the 
Italians doing, now that the war is 
over? Hating France! Hating Eng- 
land! Fighting among themselves—

look at the Fascisti and the Italian 
communists! What do you think of 
French officers visiting Italy wanes 
forced to flee from a mob? 


‘“* Naturally, under such condi- 
tions, what can one expect from 
Italy in a literary way? Men do not! 
produce literature when their heads 
are as hot as that. The greatest! 
writer of Italy today is Gabriele 
d@’Annunzio, but nationalism has 
driven him mad. While he was at 
Fiume defying the Italian Govern- 
ment he sent to me a pamphlet 
which he had written, and what was 
it? A ferocious attack against Eng- 
land, because the English were 
averse to allowing Italy to have 
Fiume! Hate, hate, hate! 

“And Germany? The Germans, 

too, seem to be half mad, I have 
been reading lately what the poets 
of the new Germany have been | 
writing and, really, I cannot under- 
stand it—I do not know what they 
are talking about! They have an 
obsession that the world must be re- 
formed and that they, the Germans, 
are called upon to reform it, and 
~their poems—in so far as I can find 
any meaning in the futuristic stuff— 
are full of this obsession. Every 
young German university student 
who bursts into poetry thinks that 
he, above all other men, is destined 
to build up a new world on the ruins 
of the world which it has taken many 
centuries to build, and he expects 
to do it now, right away, within the 
next ten years! 
'* England?’ Georg Brandes’s 
face grew a shade more cheerful. 
“Things are not quite so bad with 
England. There is too much com- 
mon sense in the English to allow 
them to go to the lengths of other 
nations. Do you know—I have 
mever read a single English book 
which I could not understand? The 
English are sensible. They do not 
believe in hating too much. I got 
into an argument during the war 
with William Archer, but, now that 
all is over, he has let me know 
that he remains a good friend of 
mine. 

“ Russia?” The great Danish 
critic dropped back deep into gloom.

what lies before him. Suddenly, in 
the place of Marie, the wife, there 
appears “Marietta dancing at her the- 
atre in orgiastic rhythm. 

At the beginning of the second 
act, so the story continues, he finds 
himself at night on a lonely quay 
before Marietta’s house, where he 
sees Marietta before the old gate- 
way of the cloister, surrounded by 
her dancing companions and their 
lovers as they improvise together in 
the open air a night rehearsal of the 


nuns’ scene from ‘* Robert. le 
Diable,’’—a scene in which a deaé 
woman, the Abbess Helena, rises 


from her coffin. 

Marietta, playing with the idea of a 
resurrection from the dead, a sacred 
idea to him, puts the climax to his 
revolt. He hurls at the wretched 
voman all the anger which she has 


aroused. Yet he will go to her 
hovse. ‘* No! to your house! ”’ she 
cries, ‘‘ to the house of the dead! ” 


There ‘she will celebrate the new 
nuptials, tasting her triumph over 
the other woman to the dregs. 

In the third act, in which the 
events of the dream are further de- 
velcped, Paul, after the night they 
have spent in his house, finds Mari- 
etta in the room where the relics are. 
Outside, the Corpus Christi proces- 
sion is passing. ‘Marietta, jeering at 
his superstitions, overpowers his bet- 
ter nature and bewitches him anew, 
then brutally she flings at his head 
his hypocrisy, the impotence of his 
will. When Paul would show her 
the door, she snatches at the relics, 
at the golden hair in the casket, 
twists the braid about her neck, ana, 
laughing loudly, begins to dance. Be- 
side himself, Paul hurls himself at 
the violator of his most sacred treas- 
ures’and strangles Marietta with the 
braid of hair. , 

At this final moment, the vision 
ceases, Paul awakes, Marietta comes 
in just as she had gone out in the 
first act. She has turned back to 
take the roses that she had forgotten. 
‘‘ A hint,’’ she says, ‘* that I shoulé 
stay.’”’ Since Paul remains silent, 
she withdraws, laughing, shrugging 
her shoulders. Paul will not see her 
again. He has become wise; he has 
recovered. A dream of bitter reality 
has demolished for him the dream of 
his fancy. He will leave Bruges, 
the city of the dead, he sings, ** to 
give to life what is of life.’ 

And so, Signore and Signori, tc 
paraphrase the words of “I Pag- 
liacci,’’ the comedy of the world’s 
greatest theatre is not finished, but 
is beginning again. The opera is 
at hamd, three-and-twenty weeks ot 
many eperas. Ring up the curtain!

(Continued from a-former issue) 


T was said of Mr. Colcord’s articles that they are ‘‘different” in that “they 
do things.” Many important and nationally known men and women 
believed that his “Join the Allies” article in The Outlook, and his series of 

five articles in the New York Herald, in March, 1917, presenting with ir- 
resistible force an entirely new, original and compelling reason, (not even now 
known, except to a very limited few of the reading public), why we must hasten 
to enter the war and sent to all Congressmen and to our foremost national 
leaders at the exact psychological moment, gave them a new vision and exerted 
a vital influence upon the great decision. 


Among many expressions in that direction, Dr. I. J. Lansing wrote, “That 
it helped Congressmen to-act, I must believe.” Dr. Manning, now Bishop of 
the Diocese of New York, then the Rector of Trinity Church, wrote ‘““Remark- 
able article. No doubt it had its effect in helping to bring us to a right position 
in this life and death struggle.” A distinguished Major General wrote, “I 
have no doubt it had great influence with members of Congress and the Cab- 
inet.” On April 23rd, a few days after we entered the war, Albert Shaw, the 
well-known editor of the Review of Reviews, wrote “What you so clearly see 
to be the needs of the case, is, I am confident, now seen with equal clearness 
at Washington, although it was not seen in March.” Some letters give him 
such unbounded credit, I dare not quote them. 


Earlier Dr. Lansing had written to The Outlook, “It is one of the few 
great utterances upon the present crisis. He sees and clearly reveals what I 
have not hitherto seen presented or defined. It is a momentous state paper 
worthy of attention and adoption by the government. If sent to each member 
of Congress, it would be very influential.” To another he wrote, “The articles 
evidence a sagacity and penetration not exceeded, if equalled, by any author 
whom I have read on the war. They are the far-secing utterances of a states- 
man. Their reasonings are invincible—a demonstration. I cannot too gen- 
erously praise them.”’ 


Theodore Roosevelt wrote, “I entirely agree: with the thesis.” The 
editors of The Outlook wrote of his Herald articles, ‘“They are of distinct national 
educational value.” Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, retired, wrote, “They 
are exceedingly able and exceedingly clear.”” (The italics are his.) C. T. 
Coleran characterized them as “The most important American contribution 
to the literature of the war.” 


A representative of a great publishing house said of these writings, “If we 
had possessed them as a book before we went into the war, it would have been 
a ripper.” They who have read the page proofs of The Great Deception say 
it will be something like that. 


His work in behalf of the end of wars is known and appreciated by the 
best thinkers in the land. Senators write to him for advice. 


Though his book, “The Great Deception,” with a great marshalling 
of irresistible facts makes it plain that the great majority of voters favored 
going into the League of Nations with strong Americanizing reservations, he 
makes no appeal for our permanent membersbip in the League nor yet in an 
association of nations, which he holds must, like the League, be founded upon 
political expediency. His appeal in the final chapter is for the creation of a 
new and comprehensive code of international laws and the erection of a Per- 
manent Court of International Justice which, founded upon principles of law 
and equity and not of expediency, shall be supreme over all, He would make 
only temporary or Himited use of either the existing League or a new association 
of nations to meet the present world crisis and as a stepping stone and aid to 
that “ultimate and greater realization” the supremacy of law and court, and 
after its establishment to enforce the Court’s decrees, 


“In a court composed as this would naturally be of the greatest jurists of 
the world, guided and limited in their decisions by the law and the evidence,” 
he saya, “there could be no grave injustice and there would be no superstate.”

we shall go away with. Mr. Wilson 
was every American statesman inter- 
nationally. So is Mr. Hughes. 

One might carry the parallel 
further. Mr. Wilson went to Paris 
and took part in the conference. It 
was his capital mistake. Everybody 
says so. Mr. Harding has his con- 
ference brought to Washington. 
Does any one believe that he will not 
take part in it as effectively as Mr. 
Wilson did in his conference? Esti- 
mates of Mr. Harding's rdéle vary. 
One man. tells me he will domi- 
nate the coming assembly. Another, 
a member of the. Cabinet, describes 
his part thus: ‘‘ The President will 
have the Senate in Washington and 
keep it informed, thus avoiding one 
of Mr. Wilson's mistakes. Foreign 
delegates will see Senators going 
daily in and out ef the White House 
and be impressed... They will be as- 
sured that such relations exist be- 
tween Executive and Senator that no 
such breach as occurred between’ Mr. 
Wilson and his Senate will be pos- 
sible.’’ 

This Cabinet officer would naturally 
be disposed to regard Mr. Harding’s 
part in the conference as mediate 
rather than immediate. But will the 
President be content merely to say 
‘Down! Fido! Down! Good dog- 
gie!’’ to the Senate before the foreign 
delegates? This conference is the 
biggest event of his Administration. 
Will he stand at one side? Mr. Har- 


‘ding is a modest man, but not so 


modest as that. And even if he were, 
Mr. Lioyd George would not let him 
remain so. Head of a State himself, 
he will come here to talk to the head 
of the State. If Mr. Harding does 
not take himself seriously enough 
now he will when the British Prem- 
ier approaches him. 

Conditions in the conference will 
favor the British Premier. Starting 
as a discussion of naval disarma- 
ment, it has become one of all the 
problems of the Far East. Then it 
spread to land disarmament in Eu- 
rope. And now it includes the finan- 
cial situation of Europe, to’ which 
relates the allied debt to this coun- 
try. Over an area as vast as this 
the agile Lloyd George will move 
more swiftly than any of the Amer- 
icans. 

His is the wider experience, at the 
Peade Conference, in the Supreme 
Council. He knows men as Mr. 
Hughes does not. ‘* Let us see,’’ 
say members of the Administration, 
‘* what there is in all these Pilgrims’ 
Dinner protestations.’’ Lloyd George 
will not leave the test as simple as 
that. He will outdo the Pilgrims’ 
Dinner orators in his friendliness to 
the United States, always remember- 
ing, however, that he is the ally of 
France and the ally of Japan. You 
cannot off with the old and on with 
the new internationally any more 
than you can in private life. The 
secret treaties limited the British 
Premier's support of Mr. Wilson at 
Paris. The open treaties. will limit 
his support of Mr. Hughes at Wash- 
ington. 

We delude ourselves a little about 
our importance_in the conference. 
We have power, it is true, but are 
we willing to use it? Mr. Wilson had 
power at Paris. He might have used 
the debts of the Allies to this-coun- 
try as a club or inducement. But 
he dared not. Mr. Harding has the 


‘same power, but has he any more 


courage? He might ~ffer an alli- 
ance to Great Britain, but politically 
it is too dangerous. Great Britain 
has power, too, almost equal to our 
own and she is free to employ. it. 
She is the guarantor’ of France on 
the Rhine, so far as France has a 
guarantor. She is the guarantor of 
Japan in the Orient. She might be- 
come the guarantor to us of a new 
balance in the Far East. She will 


be the most influential factor in the 
conference because she has the most 
disposable resources internationally. 
We cannot be because national tradi- 
tions tie our hands. 
Mr. Hughes will meet his test at 
conference table: He. will not 
appear to the utmost 
there. Where men meet to trade, one 
who has nothing substantial to offer 


is not a leading figure. Mr. Hughes 
at Washington, like Mr. Wilson at 
Paris, because of national traditions, 
will not be able to pay the price. 
Like the former President, also, he 
is not an ideal negotiator. He is an 
intellectual. He is weak in his rela- 
tions with men. He showed it as 
Governor of New York and again 
as candidate for President. From his 
world the Lloyd Georges were left 
out. pa 

He simplifies life into a set of facts 
and a set of principles. He once: de- 
scribed himself to me. ‘‘I like,’’ 
he said, ““ work on the bench. There 
one has all the facts and all the 
principles before one, and nothing 
else." In the conference there will 
be few facts when Mr. Lioyd George 
gets through with them, and no 
principles that any one but the Sec- 
retary of State will recognize. ~ 

Mr. Hughes expects to present his 
facts and his principles so that all 
the world may see them and rise to 
them. So. did Mr. Wilson at Paris. 
But, ddmirable as he is in exposi- 
tion, it. can’t be done. The same 
compulsion. that rested upon Mr. 
Wilson at Paris will rest upon Mr. 
Hugkes. Having put your hand to 
the plow in international relations, 
yea cannot.turn back. The_ issues 
are tov vast. The stake is too great. 

The failure of this conference 
means an armament race and then 
war. If the conference fails, Mr. 
Hughes’r enemies will say, ‘* You 
might have had disarmament, but 
you mus* needs complicate this sim- 
ple question with ali the insoluble 
issues of Asia and Europe. Instead 
of disarmament, you have more 
armament and in the end war.” Mr. 
Hughes will know it. Mr. Lioyd 
George will know it. Confessed 
failure is unthinkable. 

The end, like_the end of all con- 
ferencés, will be compromise.. There 
will be a measure of disarmament. 
That-is settled in advance, just as it 
was settled in advance of Paris that 
there would be a League of Nations. 
There will be a composition with re- 
gard to the Far East, just as it was 
certain that there would be a treaty 
of Versailles. : 

And unless this conference is wiser 
than any other ever held before, 4 
year from now it will seem that 
issues settled were not the real is- 
sues after all. Paris made a peace 
based approximately on self-determi- 
nation and ignored economic unities. 
Economie unities were the realities. 
Self-determination was a mere 
phrase. Moral trusteeship for those 
who can't self-determine is only an 
extension of the idea of self-determi- 


nation. The same conception under- 
lies it.. It may prove a mere phrase, 
too. 


The limitation of armaments alone 
will insure Japan’s dominance of the 
Far East. Unless the United States 
stretches out its fortifieations to 
Guam and the Philippines nothing 
but an Anglo-American combination, 
perhaps finally an alliance, can keep 
the continent of Asia open to white 
development. And once you create 
such a balance of pewer you set up 
in the East a system like the one 
which ended with a crash in Europe, 
which is exactly the opposite of what 
the conference pretends to seek. 

Limitation of armaments and a 
limitation of Japan's ambitions in 
China are two contradictory aims 
without an Anglo-American entente. 
Which is why Mr. Hughes ‘and his 
associates are so concerned over the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance and over the 
reality of Pilgrims’ dinner senti- 
ments. The true aim of the confer- 
ence is to find some means of over- 
coming the advantages Japan of 
naval superiority in her own waters, 


and of trade superiority in-Asia, due 
to nearness, and to racial and 
linguistic similarity. All the rest is 
fine phrases.

In the theatre a play that 
asks for intelligence in its audience is 
not at all certain to fail, though it may 
always be considered something of a 
venture, and, as we know, it will never 
compete in money profit with the great 
shows of women and dancers and low 
comedians. Nor must-we expect it to 
‘*do”’ as well on ‘‘ Broadway” (and 
zonsequently, it appears, in Hartford 
and Cincinnati) as the plays that are 
correctly called ‘‘ sensational successes,’’ 
because they strike at the sensations of 
ordinary audiences. However, the ‘ in- 
telligent play’’ has a number of pleas- 
ant privileges: there is an audience for 
it if the two (the play and its audience) 
can be somehow got together, a matter 
of more difficulty than might be guessed, 
and although this audience, being the 
best of publics, is comparatively a rath- 
er small one, the play may live with 
some show of bright prosperity for as 
much as two or three seasons at a 
stretch, and afterward be produced by 
stock companies and amateurs indef- 
initely ; it may be ‘‘ revived,’’ and it may 
be printed as a book. At'the best, it 
has even a chance to be a little known 
by another generation.

Almost all of the ‘‘ great popular suc- 
cesses ’’ are not only assembled, but as- 
sembled of ‘used material—made of 
used ‘‘ character’’ and done in a used 
manner. The public eye 1s innocent, 
does not detect much; it does not know | 
which -are the assembled novels and 
plays nearly so well as it knows which 
are the assembled motor cars. In fact, 
the public does not care which are the 
assembled novels and plays; and nearly 
always it likes and praises novels and 
plays assembled of used parts much 
more readily and heartily than it likes 
novels and plays of original genius. The 
greater part of the ‘‘ public ’’ that likes 
and praises ‘‘ Dulcy’’ has no idea .how 
“really good’’ the comedy is nor why 
it is so good. 

It is one of those pieces inevitably 
spoken of by the gracious and preten- 
tious as “‘little’’ plays. There is no 
“sex ’’ in it, no ‘‘ surge of passion,’’ no 
approach of death, no ‘‘ conflict of big 
primal forces ’’; there is nothing in it 
imitated from the Russian, nor even 
from the Russian imitation of the 
French; moreover, there is no author 
person gesturing in any phrase of it; 
never does ink splatter in a word spoken 
by one of its people. It is just a bril- 
liantly expressed gay thought about 
some kinds of human foolishness, and 
since a gay thought about anything can 
be as true as a gloomy thought about 
the same thing, and since the gay 
thought is worth ten times as much as 
the gloomy one and is incredibly more 
difficult to express as this play does, 
nothing could haye been more certain 
from the outset than that ‘‘ Dulcy” 
would generally be called a “ clever lit- 
tle play ’’ or a ‘‘sparkling little play,”’ 
but almost always “‘ little.’’ 


It takes so many years to learn how 
to write a little play—truthful, merry 
and compact, as clean of ‘‘ red meat”’ 
and common market stall viscera as of 
ancient ink smears—and so much patient 
destructiveness—on the part of a few 
helpful, fallible’ critics has been needed 
to make intelligent comedies possible for 
managers to produce, that the diminu- 
tiveness of the few little plays of this 
new type brings to mind the diminutive- 
ness of fine jewelry.

NY ONE interested in the screen, 
whether as producer, director, 
scenerist or spectator, ought to 
be interested in what Burton Ras- 
coe has to say about ‘‘ The Mo- 

tion Pictures’’ in the November num- 
ber of The Bookman. Even, though 
some of Mr. Rascoe’s statements are 
too sweeping to be taken literally and 
give evidence that he has not seen, or 
for reasons of emphasis has chosen to 
fgnore, the reaily good, if relatively 
few, things done and promised on the 
American screen, his article cannot be 
dismissed as just another diatribe 
against the movies. There’s too much 
truth in it. And it reveals a more com- 


situation than most djscourses of its 
kind. It takes into consideration im- 
portant facts which are commonly over- 
looked by others. 

Mr. Rascoe begins with reference to

Mr. Rascoe's statements. Many of 
them are accurately aimed. They ring 
the bell. And the present writer would 
not attempt to play a double réle with 
regard to them, in one moment seeming 
to echo their sentiments and in the next 
|} attempting to vitiate their force by 
quibbles. 


But it must be repeated here, never- 
theless, that some of Mr. Rascoe’s state- 
;ments misrepresent actual conditions. 
In his effort to make his charges as 
forceful as possible, he is sometimes 
general at the expense of veracity. For 
|instance, when Mr. Rascoe says that 
|the motion picture industry has behind 





| it ‘‘not one influential directive mind

| are individuals connected with the screen 
or another who are at- 
tempting to apply creative and construc- 
tive ideas to their work and succeeding

ent and future influence of these in- 
| dividuals cannot be measured now, but 
they are important because they give 
evidence, in occasional films and sepa- 
rate scenes of otherwise worthless pro- 
| ductions, that they have a living idea 
of the possibilities of cinematography 
j}and are approaching a realization of 
|them. Any one who has followed the 
| screen at all closely must admit the 
| existence of this evidence. 


The importance of what these men are | 


| doing 


becomes clear in Mr. Rascoe’s 
own admission that the screen has pos- 
sibilities as a distinct art form, which 
‘‘have occurred to every one, excepting 
| the movie producers, who has ever given 
|thought to the subject.’” It may be 
|noted that, in making this admission, 
Mr. Rascoe shows a truer understanding 
of his subject than most of those who 
|}rail at the movies and make no distinc- 
| tion between the capacity of motion pic- 
tures and of the majority of those who 
make them. In not recognizing the ef- 
forts of those who are trying to achieve 
a finer screen, however, Mr. Rascoe’s 
recognition of the possibilities of that 
screen does not count for as much as it 
imight. The tendency of his statements, 
as they stand, is to drive away from 
|motion pictures the very people who 
would appreciate the best things in them 


and increased production. 


This position is strengthened by the 
|further, and obvious, fact that the 
|movies are here to stay, 
worse. Any argument against them 
that leads only to the _ conclusion 
that they ought to be abolished is 
| therefore futile. The situation can be 
| met only with a ‘‘Let’s make motion pic- 
| tures as good as they can be.’’ That, at 
any rate, is what a few individuals are 
trying to do, and in so far as Mr. Ras- 
| coe’s article thrusts effectively at the 
|forces opposing them it is helpfully on 
| their side. The single regret is that it 
|}does not more emphatically support 
| them by recognizing their efforts, which, 
\heaven knows, need support.

MUSIC IN FOREIGN LANDS 


Recent Revivals at the Paris Opera—News 
. From England and the Continent 


W the performance that has recently 
restored Gluck’s ‘‘ Orphée” to the 
aBtage of the Opéra Comique, the 

character of Orphée has been given to a 
man, a tenor, as was intended by Gluck, 
instead of to a contralto. The réle was 
first ereated in Vienna by a ‘‘ musico,” 
and when it was brought to the Paris 
Opéra in 1774 the part was given to the 
“haute contre,’”’ or tenor, Achille Le 
Gres. Later it was sung by the famous 
Nourrit; Then it was taken by Mme. 
Pauline Viardot Garcia and more re- 
cently by Mmes. DeJna and Rose Caron. 
The performance as now given has been 
conducted by Albert Wolff. 

A Parisian critic having called this ar- 
rangement a German concoction, Ca- 
mille Saint-Saéns writes to say that it 
jan’t. ‘‘ It was Berlioz and myself,’’ he 
says, “who, at the great singer’s re- 
quest (who helped us with the Italian 
score and the orchestral parts in the 
library of the Opéra), prepared the ver- 
alom that had so much success at the 
Théatre Lyrique. I have regretted only 
ene thing in it, the invention of the 
‘Happy Shade,’ that Glueck never 
theught of, and that was due to Car-} 
valho. He would not agree that Eu- 
rydice could be happy in the Elysian 
Fields.’ 

The Colonne concerts in Paris began 
the season on Oct. 15, under the direc- 
tien of Gabriel Pierné, as they were 
laat season. They are given in the 
Chatelet Theatre. The Lamoureux con- 
certs under Camille Chévillard began at 
the Salle Gaveau on the same date. The 
Pasdeloup concerts, which it was re- 
perted would be given up, will be con- 
tinued under the direction of Rhené- 
Baton and will be moved from the 
Gpéra to the Champs-Elysées Theatre. | 

The Fionzaley Quartet played in Paris, | 
om Oct. 19, quartets by Haydn and 
Beethoven, gave the first performance 
of a quartet by Enesco and presented 
to the Paris public for the first time | 
the ineffable ‘“‘concerto” written by 
Stravinsky for the Flonzaley organi- 
vation and heard here last season. 


Stravinsky on Tschaikovsky. 
The Ruasian Ballet's proposed produc- 

tien of Tschaikovsky’s ‘‘ The Sleeping 
"Beauty ’’ in London has moved Igor 
Stravinsky to write a letter telling of 
his veneration for Tschaikovsky and his 
delight in this werk. He speaks of it 
as ‘the most authentic expression of 
the ‘ Petersburg period.’ He goes on 
to say: 

“It is, further, a great satisfaction to 
me as a musician to see produced a work 
ef so direct a character at a tlme when 
go mahy poople, who are neither simple, | 
nor naive, nor spontaneous, seek in their 
art. simplicity, poverty and spontaneity. 
Tachainsovsky in his very nature pos- 
peased these three gifts to the fullest ex- 
tent. That is why he never feared to let | 
himself go, whereas the prudes, wlether | 
raffinés or academic, were shocked by 
the frank speech, free from artifice, of 
his music. 

*“ Tschaikovsky possessed the power 
@f melody, centre of gravity in every 
@ymphony, opera or ballet composed by | 
him, It is absolutely indifferent to me | 
that the quality of his melody was | 
gometimes unequal. The fact is that he| 
was a creator of melody, which is an | 
extremely rare and precious gift. 

““schaikovsky s. music, which does} 
mot appear specifically Russian to every- | 
body, is often more profoundly Russian 
than music which has long since been 
awarded tke facile label of Muscovite 
pioturesqueness. This music is quite as 
Russian as Pushkin’s verse or Glinka’s 





gong. While not specially cultivating in | ~ 


his art the ‘soul of the Russian peas- 
ant,’ Tschaikovsky drew unconsciously 
from the true, popular sources of our 
race.”’ 


Some Soloists in London. 

Among artists who are or have re- 
gently been playing in London ar 
Kubelik. the violinist; Katharine Good 
gon, the pianist, and César Thomson, the 
Belgian violinist, who is now 6! years 
old and still one of the most authorita- 
tive players of his instrument. He 
played Tschaikovsky’s concerto and, ac- 
cording to The London Times took the 
first movement a good deal slower than 
most people do; ‘“‘and the effect was 
striking. It imparted that dignity of 
which Tschaikovsky sometimes stands 
fn need.” 

Moritz Rosenthal is giving seven his- 
torical piano recitals illustrating the de- 
velopment of the piano literature from 
Gouperin, Bach and Handel to Liszt, 
Rubinstein and Brahms. 

Alfred Cortot at a recent recital played 
ene of Johann Kuhnau’s Biblical 
sonatas, the one representing Saul 
eured by the music of David's harp 
This is program music of 1698. Harold 
Bauer not long ago played in New York 
another one of the set, representing the 
killing of Goliath by David. The Lon- 
@on Times thought the piece disappoint- 
trg. “One could not help being con- 
ecious that M. Cortot was doing his bes! 
with the quaint old thing.”’ 

Mies Marcia Van Dresser, the Amer- 
fean soprano, is giving a series of three 
gong recitals in which she is singing 
Schumann, Chausson, Stravinsky, Wolf 
and modern English composers. 
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Marcel Dupre In St. Paul's. 

Marcel Dupré, the noted French organ- 
ist, who is to visit this country, has 
played a recital in St. Paul’s in London, 
where the acoustics are considered to be 
trying; but ‘‘ he has cultivated the bold 
@eclamatory style of phrasing, with @ 
iWberal use of the staccato touch, which 
is most effective in the over-resonance 
of a great cathedral.” The London 
Times says: 

*“‘'The tremendous tubas in the quarter 
gallery of the dome of St. Paul's were a 
temptation to him, and when he coupled 
them on to the great organ for the cli- 
max of the Bach the very stones them- 
aclves cried out in an agony of disso- 
mance. His fondness for glockenspiel- 
eum-xylophone effects, so cleverly de- 
vised in his own prelude in F minor, 
Was overused in the improvisation, and 
@ne felt at the end that, while he had 
heard something not often to be heard in 
St. Paul's, he had by no means heard 
the whole of the St. Paul’s Cathedral 
organ. 

“The improvisation on a simple plain- 
@ong-like phrase proposed by Dr. Charles 
Wacpherson showed both M. Dupré's re- 
source and restraint. One rather ex- 
pected the grand fugal finale, but hav- 
ing. passed the theme through an elabo- 
vate process of rhythmic evolution he 
ended with a quiet coda, which seemed 
te restore the balance perfectly."

T the Ehrich Galleries until the 
middle of the month the work of 
six American artists will be on 
view. The landscape painters 
are Eliot Clark, whose quiet 

lines of hill and distant korizons make 
an agreeable impression in a modern ex- 
hibition; Henry B. Snell, with livelier 
blues and stronger reds, emphasizing 
the cheerfulness of the seaside atmos- 
phere, and Edward B. Volkert, who an- 
imates his landscapes with golden and 
purple cattle, brilliant creatures dappled 
with Summer sun and sleek with good 
pasturing. One kas only to look at the 
work of our cattle painters to know 
something of the temper of our people, 
that we are not a race, for example, 
that favors hitching a cow to a wagon 
or & woman to a plow. Hobart Nich- 
ols paints landscapes also, but his prin- | 
cipal picture in the present exhibition is 
‘Windy Day,” a girl in a red coat and 
a white skirt, plenty of strong color | 
whipped into ker cheeks, and the billow- 
ing skirt, not at all in the style of | 
Broadway, lashed by a rollicking breeze, | 
a picture with a good design and a look 
of vigor. Ivan Olinsky paints ‘ Dor- 
othy,’”’ pallid against a white veil, and 
Lenore with pretty stolid eyes, and a 
couple of others of his now familiar 
type. Edward H. Potthast is all com- 
petence and gayety. He also has a fa- 
millar type—it is easy to know a Pott- 
hast when you sée it, yet trere is noth- 
fng standardized about his work. He 
is capital in ‘‘ The Race,’’ where every 
gesture and pose denotes character and 
the activity of eager life. He is least} 
good in the group picture of people in| 
Central Park, but excellent again in 
‘“‘The Bather,’”’ where the firmly mod-

Exhibition of the American Society of | 
Miniature Painters. | 


Water colors and miniatures bloom at 
the same season, the exhibtion of the | 
American Society of Miniature Painters | 
now open at the Arden Gallery is very | 
unequal, but includes a number of ex- 
cellent examples of an art that in re-| 
cent years has lost its ancient authority. | 
The general tendency is toward a great- | 
er freedom of execution, the technique | 
-of the small or large water color picture 
and this loosening of the academic | 
bands sometimes fails to lead to the | 
right kind of freedom. Holbein’s formula | 
of great breadth united to exquisite ex- 
ecution never has been improved upon, 
but perhaps it seems the one right way, 
chiefly because he impressed his ideal | 
of draftsmanship upon it. A miniature | 
drawn with exquisite feebleness is rather 
worse than one that is boldly bad. 

The breeziest essay in freedom in the | 
present exhibition is by Anni Daidaugh | 
V. Weston, a portrait of a woman and | 
child that shouts vitality and a brusque, 
gay disregard of tradition. The artist 
has a right instinct for suppressing de- 
tail. She has treated the bank of flow- | 
ers 2t the left of the figures and the | 
funny little house at the right with a/| 
high hand, and the effect is excellent. 
Difficult as it would be to down the 
toothsome smiling and open-eyed candor | 
of this woman and child, it could be | 
done, and it is a genuine triumph to | 
have kept everything so perfectly in its | 
place with a minimum of fussing. 

For contrast turn to Margaret~ Foote 
Hawley's portrait of Clarence Day’ Jr., 
a little gray and rose color scheme that 
hardly speaks above a whisper, a por- 
trait with character as intense as it is 
unobtrusive and drawn with admirable | 
tact and skill, a beautiful portrait. 

Katherine Myrick’s ‘‘ Deborah’’ {is a| 
full length portrait of a child in white. | 
holding a rag doll. The face is charm- | 
ing in its positive affirmation.of per- | 
sonality. The complicated tree pattern | 
of the tapestry background is well man- | 
aged. It is one of the notable things | 
in the exhibition. Laura Coombs Hills | 
paints a lady in a flowered yellow dress, | 
long-armed, heavy-haired, with a face | 
of mature dignity, and the result 
quite masterly in its denial. of undue | 
labor, its swift, light touch, and its | 
freedom from. the sketchiness that is | 
not in place in miniature, however light | 
and swift the touch. | 

Maria Stream’'s child in a checquered | 
blue dress acainst tapestry background 
has a certain flower-like surface that 
suits the subject with its springtime im- 
plications. Miss Durkee’s portrait of 
Mrs. William. Travers Jerome Jr., with 
- {ts controlled brush work, is the best of 

her exhibits. Elsie Dodge Pattee’s ‘‘ The 

Black Fan"’ is composed with original- 
ity, well drawn, well painted, decorative 
in pattern and satisfying in color. 
Pamela Brown tries for a dashing effect 
fn her portrait of ‘‘ Mrs. De B.” and 
gets it, making a miniature that would 
attract attention on the wall, but dis- 
close its least attractive side at close 
range. Alice Beckington paints children 
with a peculiarly gentle appreciation of 
childish fineness of texture and contour. 
“These are a few of the things that 
asked for a second consideration at the 
preliminary view, where, with the cus- 
tomary absence of a catalogue, the de- 
sire to be specific was sadly thwarted. 
The general impression was that of most 
of our exhibitions—-honest effort, much 
skill, taste, but a tendency to exalt the 
part at the expense of the whole. In 
one or two examples the face and figure 
are almost buried in aggressive acces- 
sories.

Meryon’s Paris, 

Frank Weitenkampf, Director of the 
Print Department of the New York Pub- 
lic Library, has arranged an exhibition 
of work by Charlies Meryon; who was 
born Nov. 23, 1821. Mr. Weitenkampf 
says of the exhibition: ‘‘ The tendency 
toward centenary celebrations forms a 
sufficient peg on which to hang the 
Prints Division’s first exhibition of 
this artist's work. The bulk of the 
exhibition, which will be on view in the 
print gallery during November, is drawn 
from the Meryon portfolios in the S. P. 
Avery Collection, that never-failing 
reservoir of French nineteenth century 
prints. To this have been added a 
number Of drawings and early states 
of etchings, kindly lent by various col- 
lectors. 


“It is usual, {n memorial shows of 
this kind, to aim at relative complete- 
ness. That is natural. It reflects the 
satisfaction of the collector—private or 
institutional—over possession of an 
artist’s complete or nearly complete 
work. And it is precisely such collect- 
ing spirit that has preserved for us 
many works of the past. On the other 
hand, it is evident that an artist is not 
always at his best, and that certain 
prints in his oeuvre will have mainly 
the documentary value of milestones in 
development. Some may even indicate 
passing fancies—aberrations even—prints 
either not intended for publication or 
prints which were better unpublished. 
That not infrequently appears when an 
artist has used the copper etching-plate 
as one would a sketch-block. 

“In the present case, it {is a happy 
circumstance that, als the prints are 
arranged according to Delteil’s cata- 
logue, the Paris plates, on which the 
fame of Meryon is based, are brought 
together on the wall. Thus, the aver- 
age art-lover can easily limit himself 
to these, while the special student has 
the whole production of the famous and 
erratic Frenchman before him. 

‘It would be obviously easy, and 
rather tempting, to expatiate again on 
this striking instance of posthumous 
fame. Meryon’s life of disappointment, 
neglect and insanity has stirred the 
pens of Hamerton, Wedmore, and not 
a few others, who noted that not even 
the warm apprectation of Baudelaire 
nor the grandiloquence of Victor Hugo 
could make him a prophet in his own 
country and time. 

‘‘It is more profitable, perhaps, to 
point: out that when we eliminate all of 
Meryon's wild vagaries which thrust 
themselves into some of his Paris views, 
those views remain eminently sane 
records of a Paris he loved and felt. 
It was a Paris that was disappearing 
under the leveling city-planning of 
Haussmann. So these prints 
have the added strong local interest. 

‘““To the lover of prints these weird 
and beautiful plates offer a poetical 
embodiment of a Paris seen through an

It all forms a most 
notable chapter in the record of the 
French ‘revival’ of painter-etching in 
the nineteenth century.”’

Monument by Robert Aitken. 


A monument in bronze to George Rog- 
ers Clark, Conqueror of the Northwest, 
designed by Robert Aitken, N. A., of 
New York, has been dedicated here this 
week, and is placed near the entrance 
to the campus of the University of Vir- 
winia. 

The monument is the gift of Paul 
Goodioe McIntire to the University of 
Virginia, and typifies the achievements 
of the dashing Virginian, who marched 
with his little but valorous band of 
frontiersmen to Kaskaskia and Vin- 
cennes, and who explored the territory 
between the Mississippi and Alleghanies, 
known as the Northwest. 

At the unveiling of the monument an 
address was made by Archibald Hen- 
dt rson of the University of North Car- 
lina. 

There are seven figures in the bronze 
group. with Clark the central fi e on 
horseback and in the bué@kskin — cos- 
tume of the period, with cap of beaver 
skin and a beaver tail dangling jauntily.

The Joline Letter. 


This letter was written by Mr. Wilson 
to Adrian Joline, a Princeton, alumnus 
and prominent New York lawyer, 
the time of the split in the Democratic 
Party over the silver question. The 
letter is as follows: 

** Princeton, N. J., April 29, 1807. 
**My Dear Mr. Joline: 

“Thank you very much for sending me 
your address at Parsons, Kan., before 
the board of directors of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railway Company. I 
have read it with relish and entire agree- 
ment. Would that we could. do some- 
thing, at once dignified and effective, 
to knock Mr. Bryan once for all into 
@ cocked hat! 

“Cordially and sincerely yours, 
‘“* WOODROW. WILSON.” 


The publication of this letter came at 
@ most inopportune time for the Wilson 
candidacy, and how to meet it was one 
of the most difficult problems that the 
Wilson forces had to face. Our enemies 
were jubilant. They felt that at last 
they had broken our lines and that we 
would not be able to ‘‘ come back.” 

At this time I was at the State House 
at Trenton and received a_ telegram 
from the Governor, requesting that I 
come at once to Washington, where 
he was conferring with the leaders of, 
his forces in an effort to find some 
way to neutralize the bad effects of the 
Joline ‘‘ cocked hat’”’ story in advance 
of the Jackson Day banquet, at which 
Mr. Bryan would be present.

lute mistress of the commerce, the in- 
dustry, the very existence of all the 
citizens, including even those who are 
apparently the most remote from all di- 
rect and personal relations with her. 
Universal history demonstrates by 
many examples that maritime power has 


in some cases saved and in other in-| 
stances brought about the decline of | 


most prospercus nations, according to 
whether they have developed their 
strength at sea or have allowed it to fall 
into decline under the pressure of public 
opinion. 
of history it has been sea power which 
has tyrannically and decisively decided 
the life or the death of nations, 


Every nation that has possessed com- |} 


mand of the sea has been blessed with 


fortune and prosperity ; every nation, on | 


the other hand, that has lost that mas- 
tery has had to relinquish at the same 
time both wealth and freedom. 
The Naval Situation in France. 

Having set forth this great basic prin- 
ciple, we observe that the naval prob- 
lem as it stands today, so far as France 
is concerned, is dominated by various 
general considerations, including 
following: 


(1.)—The almost total disappearance 


of the fleets that belonged to our enemies | 


of yesterday. 


(2.)—The great disproportion between | 


the navies of Great Britain and the 
United States of America and that of 
France, the former two being loyal and 
friendly powers whom we can never 
dream of rivaling in this respect. 

(3.)—Tre equality of our naval forces 
with those of that other friendly power, 
Italy. 

(4.)—The imperative neceasity to re- 
duce military expenditure to the strict 
minimum, in order to be able to devote 
all our available financial efforts to 
our economic restoration. . 

(5).—The obligatory fact that this sam 
reduction of expenGcitures will have the 
effect of releasing from military life a 
certain number of young Frenchmen, on 
the morrow of tke victory, in order to 
enable them to devote themselves to the 
work of peace, 

(6.)\—The enormous cost of all raw 
materials and of labor has vastly in- 
ereased the cost of naval construction, 
on the one hand, while it has to be 
recognized, on the other, that practically 
the whole of the French naval material 
is either worn out or out of date, in 
consequence of the progress made in 
naval technique during the war—a period 
during which France, absorbed by the 
necessity to manufacture war materials 
for the whole of the Allies, was unable 
to construct new nayal units for herself. 

Nevertheless, notwithstanding what its 
actual cost may be, France owes it to 
herself to maintain a navy commensu- 
rate with her situation in the world—in 
the first place in the Levant, and, sec- 
ondly, in Maison with her colonial em- 
pire; for it Is important never to lose 
sight of the fact so finely and vigor- 
ously expressed by the British adage 
that ‘‘ trade follows the flag.” 


The Importance of the Personnel. 


Let us now consider in turn the prin- 
cipal factors required, so far as the 
navy of the future is concerned, to 
| enable the final objective to be reached, 
| which ts to place a country in a pos!- 
| tion to impose its will on any eventual 
adversary, by overcoming his material 
and moral force. These two factors 
concern the personnel of a navy and its 
material. 

It goes without saying that every pos- 
sible care should be taken to insure the 
perfection of the -material employed, 
nevertheless a commander worthy of the 
title may be able to dominate his adver- 
sary even when ships are out of date 
and inferior, provided that they be 
manned by a personnel that is patriotic 
and determined to conquer at any cost. 
On the other hand, if his crews are 
composed of men lacking in dash, cohe- 
sion and initiative he may give up all 
hope of victory, no matter how perfect 
and up-to-date his material may be. In 
other words, no naval commander can 
devote too much attention to the morale 
and the training of his general staff and 

is crews. 
nihie means that the personnel of a 
fleet must be kept at sea as much as 
possible, for a fleet that remains too 
long at anchor is doomed to suffer the 
ridicule and the shame of defeat. Only 
by being often at sea is it possible for 
those grown-up children who constitute 
the crews of our naval units, compound- 
ed as they are of both generous qualities 
and defaults, to realize the absolute 
necessity of being controlled by their 
General Staffs. Onty as the result of 
hard fighting ‘with . the elements, of 
manoeuvring during the Winter fos, of 
navigating at night with darkened lights 
during dirty weather, is it possibte for 
them to comprehend clearly the, impor- 
tance of havi at their head skillful 
and daring officers; with keen eyes, a 
capacity for prompt ons, cool 
aeade ag warm hearts. <

““It was the exception,’’ Lord Jelli-' 
coe writes, ‘“‘ for a German ship to sink 
as the result of a mine or torpedo ex- 
plosion, while for the British ships it 
was a general rule.’ 

Naval Aviation. 


The mastery of the air has now be- 
come, beyond all dispute, an important | 
factor in the supremacy of the sea, for 
both surface ships and submarines offer | 
remarkable targets to aerial attack. 
The great superiority of aircraft in| 
speed, moreover, renders them, so to 
speak, masters of the field of battle, 
unless they happen to come into con- 
flict with enemy airplanes. 

It may be assumed, therefore, that the 
prelude to the naval battle of the future 
will be an aerial engagement that will 
tell whether one or the other of the 
contending fleets shall have liberty to 
manoeuvre and to regulate the range of 
its gun fire. In such conditions the} 
sole preoccupation. of the victorious 
aerial fleet will be to direct its 
efforts toward complete control of the 
air, which will therefore. depend on 


a decisive battle between the billegerent 
aerial forces. There were s0 few 
naval battles during the Great War 
that no progress was made in the 
direction just indicated. Even \in the 
Jutland battle, neither the British nor 
the German fleet possessed any avia- 
tion de chasse, or fighting air squad- 
rons. Zeppelins constantly patrolled 
the North Sea, however, and. were able 
to keep the German commander so well 
informed of the enemy’s movements 
that he was able to get away after in-

A Naval Battle of the Future.

Let us assume, in these conditions, 
that the preliminary engagement results 
in the destruction, or at least the dig- 
of the enemy’s .aerial 
forces.

In this connection it is important to 
point out that in future battle cruigers 
and battleships will tend more and more 
to become modified into one single type.

Officials of the American Government, 
to whom, it now appears, representa- 
tives of foreign nations louk to point the 
way, are not approaching the problem 
of limitation of navies unprepared.

The American delegation will enter

Figures of Naval Expense. 


The facts and figures concerning ex- ' 
penditures for the maintenance and con- 
struction of navies provide those dele- 
gates who are sincere in their deter- 
to bring about limitation 
strong evidence upon which tc build 
their case. They show for one thing 
that for the fiscal year ended on June 
50, 1922, the United States has appro- 
priated $425,848,079 for naval expendi- 
tures alone, or 12 per cent. of its entire 
budget; that Great Britain is to spend 
more than $400,000,000, and that Japan, 
according to the best estimates obtain- 
able, will spend $248,000,000, or an in- 
crease of approximately $60,000,000 over 
the amount devoted to its navy in the 
fiscal year ended on June 30, 1921. The 
amount appropriated for the United 
States is a decrease of approximately 





demonstrated by the inquiries which 
have been made by those already on the 
ground. And they profess, at least, an 
entire willingness to co-operate in a 
spirit of accomplishment. 

The representatives of Japan, most of 
whom are now in Washington, have led 
the way in their protestations of a will- 
ingness to co-operate. Their declara- 
tions have occasioned some comment 
because of the almst fervent quality of 
the messages conveyed. At least it may 
be said that the attitude which has 


been assumed by the Japanese repre- 
sentatives has served to add an optimis- 
tic tone to the pre-conference days, 
whatever the ultimate results may be. 
Japan’s Keen Interest Manifested. 

Vice Admiral Kato, head of the im- 
posing force of naval experts of Japan 
who have come to Washington, was at 
the offices of Secretary of the Navy 
Denby the day after his arrival in the 
capital to pay his respects, and to inquire 
as to the proposal the United States 


$330,000,000, as compared with the sum 
expended in 1921, and Great Britain’s 
expenditures will be about $40,000,000 
less than in 1921. Only Japan, of the 
three great naval powers, has increased 
its naval appropriations. 

The burden of taxation under which 
Japan must stagger if such expenditures 
are to be continued or increased is em- 
phasized by the fact that the national 
wealth of that country is placed at but 
$23,500,000,000 by one expert, as com- 
pared with a national wealth of $400,- 
000,000,000 for the United States and 
$120,000,000,000 for Great Britain. Ja- 
pan’s armament budget has been esti- 
mated at about 1.7 per cent. of her na- 
tional wealth, as compared with .18 for 
the United States. 

These figures would seem to give color 
to reports which have recently reached 
Washington that a sentiment of very 
large proportions has been growing in 
Japan for the limitation of armaments.

~ First Hero, Taught to Shoot 
by Soldier Father 


SE of the rifle, which his father 
taught him when he was a boy, 
is really the reason why Ser- 
geant Samuel Woodfill is re- 
garded by General Pershing as 

the greatest single American hero of 
“the World War. The elder Woodfill, a 
Mexican and Civil War veteran, taught 
. his son to shoot when he was so small 
he had to rest the gun on a window- 
' gill, and he has been shooting =ver-since. 
! It was his familiarity with the rifle, so 
Sergeant Woodfill says, that enabled 
: him to kill nineteen« Germans single- 
' handed, capture three others and silence 
three machine-gun nests undsr heavy 
fire. 


“TIT have always had a gun in my 
hands,’’ said Sergeant Woodfill the other 
Gay, ‘‘and I believe I know how to 
shoot.”’ 


The man whose deeds of valor have 
been buried in the records of the War 
Department for three years is extreme- 
ly modest, and it is difficult to get him | 
to-. talk. In fact, when he reached 
Washington, it was evident that he 
would rather face German machine guns 
than newspaper men. When asked about 
the exploits for which he has been dec- 
erated by his own and foreign Govern- 
ments, he shifted from one foot to the 
ether, mumbled something about wish- 
ing he could have done more than he 
did, and then abruptly ceased speaking. 


Talks Under Orders Only.

One of 
the greatest gratifications of his life 
was to be able to be back from France in 
time to see his mother before she died 
in September, 1920. He had only writ- 
ten to his family that he had had “a 
serious encounter with the enemy.” 

‘*Mother said she was very proud to 
live and see me return after having 
| done my duty to my country as she 
knew I would,” ke said.

Great Basso Is a Red for the Sake 


of Preserving Russian Art

HB Soviet Government has, in a 

manner of speaking, lent Chalia- 

pin to the Metropolitan Opera. 

Not to mention lending him elso to 

a series of American concert au- 
diences, the first of which will assemble 
at the Manhattan tonight. Feodor Chal- 
iapin, greatest Russian operatic singer, 
greatest besso of his generation, idol of 
the Muscovite people as Caruso was the 
idol of Italy, has been sovietized by the 
Government like the rest of the natural 
resources of Russia. It has taken him 
over as it did the oil fields. It is as a 
national asset that he is on his concert 
tour in America. And Chaliapin. is 
really a propagandist—of a most in- 
gratiating sort. He comes to sing the 
hearts out of our bosoms, but we may 
regard him as saying at the same time, 
in the classical phrase of our Mayor, 
‘* Meeet Mr. Trotzky.’’ 


Chaliapin is one of the few great 
artists of Russia who have allied them- 
selves with the Soviet. He has been the 
artistic head of the nationalized thea- 
tres, which include the opera, the impe- 
rial ballet and the drama—the whole or- 
ganization being a subcommittee of the 
Department of Schools for the People. 
Chaliapin has drawn his salary from the 
Government—a salary which was fixed 
by the trade union. As far as official 
connection goes, he is in Bolshevism up 
to the neck. 


But the way ne puts it is, ‘‘It has 
been my great privilege to have saved 
the art of Russia throughout these years 
of revolution—to have saved this art for

Even Tammany itself has not 
thought up any favor bestowing machin- 
ery so searching. Just consider what the 
rake-off might be on the ex-Imperial 
box. 

‘* And which class drew orchestra seats 
and which sat in the gallery?’’

| ‘* This sort of Government did not ap- 
| peal to the farmers who had voted the 
{league into power. The purposes of 
| their leaders became clearer to them 
| and they began to doubt whether after 
|al! the Non-Partisan League as organ-

It has been pointed out to 
them that when the farmer pays $10 for 
a pair of shoes, he has received about 
25 cents for the hides that went into 
the shoes, he wants:to get in on the 
$9.75. Therefore, when the Socialist 
organizer of the Non-Partisan League 
came to him and gaid, ‘ We have the 
remedy, we will show you how to get in 
on the $36 and the $9.75,’- he listened. 
The organizer said, ‘The way is this: 
Let the State of North Dakota bond 
itself and build-industries and manufac- 
ture what the farmer produces, after 
purchasing it from him, into finished 
products, and then redistribute them to 
the consumers.’ This has, in short, 
] veen the program, and it has been car- 
j ried out to a considerable extent in 
North Dakota. 

‘While in Minnesota this year no 
direct levy was made upon the people 
for taxes to pay the running expenses 
of the Government of the State, the 
taxes in North Dakota, since the League 
took charge, have vaulted to tremendous 
heights.

of the worid, with far-flung dominions, | 


four of which are tensely interested in 
the decisions growing out of the Wash- 
‘ington conference, and all of which are 
Concerned in the fate of the expiring 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, has selected a 
Strong and vigorous delegation thor- 
oughly representative of the whole Brit- 
ish Empire. There are seven in the Brit- 
ish main delegation, as compared with 
four from the United States, three from 
Jepan, four each from France ani}! 
Italy. The British main delegation was 
purposely made larger to enable the prin- 
elpal self-governing British dominions 
of Australia, Canada, India and New 
Zealand to have representation. 

The three principal British delegates 
are David Lloyd George, Prime Minis- 
ter and First Lord of the Treasury, who 
carried the British Empire through the | 
darkest days of the World War to suc- 
cess in arms and statesmanship; Arthur | 
J. Balfour, Lord President of the Coun- 
ceil, who came to Washington during the 
War on a mission of great importance; 
and Lord Lee of Fareham, First Lord of | 
the British Admiralty. The Dominion of | 
Canada will be represented by Sir Rob- 
ert Borden, former Prime Minister of | 
Canada; Australia by George F. Pearce, | 
Australian Minister for Defense; New| 
Zealand by Sir John William Salmond, | 
Judge of the Supreme Court of that | 
dominion, and India by V. S. Srinivas: | 
Sastri, member of the Vice Regal Coun- | 
sel of the Government of India. 

Lloyd George is not coming for the 
opening sessions of the conference, al-| 
though he had planned to sail on the| 
Aquitania, but there is a confident ex-| 
pectation in Washington that he will | 
take advantage of future exigencies in 
the home situation to come to Wash- | 
ington. During his absence his place in 
the British delegation will be filled: by | 
Sir Auckland Geddes, the British Am- | 
bassador at Washington, a diplomat of 
ability, whose service here has demon- | 
strated his capacity. Lloyd George | 
has been British Premier since 1916, and | 
has been the leading British representa- 
tive not only in the Versailles Peace 
Conference, but also in all subsequent | 
allied conferences and conclaves in vari- 
ous parts of Europe. 








Balfour’s Career. 

Mr. Balfour, who has been serving as 
President of the British Council since 
1919, has had a remarkably interesting | 
career, dating back to 1878, when he was 
private secretary to the ‘late Marquess 
of Salisbury. His experience in inter- 
national conclaves dates back to that| 
year, when he went to Berlin on the | 
special mission of Salisbury and 
Beaconsfield. He has served as First 
Lord of the Admiralty, First Lord of the 
Treasury, leader of the House of Com- 
mons, Foreign Secretary, and was head 
of the British Mission to America in} 
1917, when he made some fast friend- | 
ships #1 Washington. Another of the 
principal British delegates, who is no 
hewcomer in Washington, is Lord Lee 
of Fareham, better known here as Cap- | 
tain Arthur Hamilton Lee, his status 
when he was serving as British Military 
Attaché with the United States Army } 
during the Spanish-American War. Hej; 
later served as British Military Attaché | 
at Washington, and married an Ameri-} 
can woman, Ruth, the eldest daughter 
of J. G. Moore of New York City. He 
has traveled widely over the Far East, | 
and was personal military secretary of | 
Lloyd George when the latter was Brit-:| 
{sh Secretary of State for War in 1915. | 

The delegates chosen to represent the 
British overseas dominions are expected 
to play important réles in the confer- | 
ence. Their dominions do not relish 
@ny extension .or continuation of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, and have 
rather clearly indicated their disinclina- | 
tion to participation in any alliance that | 
might involve them in any war with 
Jaran against the United States. Sir | 
Robert Laird Borden, the British dele- | 
Sate for Canada, served as Premier of | 
Canada for nine years, quitting office 
in 1920. When he. attended the| 
mecting of the British Cabinet in the 
Bumn..r of 1915 he was the first over- 
seas Minister to receive such a sum- 
mons. He was Canada’s representative 
at the British Imperial War Cabinets of 
1917 and 1918, and in the Imperial War | 
Conference of 1918 and 1919. Sir Robert 
Was likewise the chief plenipotentiary | 
delegate for Canada at the Paris Peace! 
Conference of 1919. 

While Australia will not be _ repre- 
sented in the conference by William 
Morris Hughes, her picturesque Prime 
Minister, who crossed swords with

In answer to this I beg to submit that 
the effect of the distortion may be at- 
tributed to the picking out of high lights, 
which is the prerogative of every writer. 
War is a rough diamond with many 
facets. Mr. Dos Passos has chosen, per- 
haps, an unpleasant one to depict, but 
what he has shown us is as real as 
war itself. What ranker in the British 
army has not heard some one of the 
privates in training dedicate his first 
bullet in France to the Sergeant Major 
who, in the vernacular, consistently 
‘* bends ’’ him—in other words, bullies 
him to the point of desperation! From 
my own experience, which is, I venture 
to think, the experience of many thous- 
ands of British officers, these three 
soldiers in Mr. Dos Passos’s book are 
types recognizable in any army. In the 
second place, I would submit that no 
war book has yet been published which 
is not distorted, or which .does not 
present only one aspect of the World 
War. For instance, Ian Hay’s ‘ First 
Hundred Thousand ’’ was nothing more 
nor less than a recruiting pamphlet of 
some three hundred pages which gave 
a charming but quite untrue picture of 
the conditions existing at the time; 
; Barbusse horrified France by his

Schools and 
colleges have established an _ unchal- 
lenged primacy ovér the home, the 
Church and every other institution re- 
lated to the bringing up of children and 
youth, and the public has come to rely 
upon them for the. entire educational 
outcome. The Church has but little 
ro age to give the word of instruc- 
tion to children, and practically no op- 
portunity for real Eo Industrial 
conditions in our large citles have dis- 
qualified the homes as _ competent 
agencies for character training.

In your editorial of Oct. 27, ‘* The 

Subnormal Steel Trade,” you make this 
conservative statement: 

“It may be -doubted that the prices 
of iron and steel can be reduced. further, 
|since they are already sold below cost 
of production by most producers.’’ 

It ‘is not surprising that- you should 
hold such an opinion, because for a full 
year past the technical organs of the 
steel producers, and all the spokesmen 
for the steel industry, have been busy 
with the work of disseminating the idea 
that it is impossible to further reduce 
steel prices. But it will be observed 
that the buyers’ strike is still with us, 
that consumers of steel are still re- 
fusing to pay the prices demanded, and 
hence most of our furnaces and rolling 
mills are idle for lack of orders. 

For a year past all the press bureaus 





|}of the steel producers have been busy | 


with bulletins and interviews. magni- 
| fying ‘*the increase over prewar cost 
| in transportation on ore, coal, limestone, 
acrap and miscellaneous supplies.”

look at their balance sheets. In 1916

Table of Building Program. 


The table which follows presents an 


idea of the plans of. the United States 
and Japan to place their fleets at fight- 
ing strength comparable to that of 
Great Britain. While there may be 
discrepancies, it is based on the latest 
ebtainable. data concerning building 
which is“known to be contemplated un- 
less an agreement is reached at the 
Washington conference. Details of the 
Japanese submarine program are not 
known but it is reported that she plans 
to have 120 submarines by 1927. 

In any question of the limitation of 
naval armaments there must of neces- 
sity be involved the geographical situa- 
tion of the various nations and their 
possessions and colonies, problems of in- 
ternational commerce and national safe- 
ty; but it is the hope of the American 
delegates that these problems can be 
overcome if ‘the questions are ap- 
proached in the spirit that the navies 
which are to he mafntained are for na- 
tional defense and police purposes only, 
and that the thought of an offensive 
war in the future is to be abandoned.

Ohio’s touchdown came after the 
Chicagoans had had the better of the 
struggié for the first two quarters and 
when a Maroon victory seemed in the 
offing.

BOND PRICES, DURING 
AND SINCE THE WAR 


Last Week’s Advance — When 
Was the Period’s Lowest Level 
‘of Prices Reached? 


The remarkable advance of investment 
bond prices during the past week has 
called Wall Street’s attention to the 
movement of bond values during and 
since the war. Using THs TIMES aver- 
age of 40 typical investment bonds (a 


list which does not include either United | 


States Government bonds or bonds of 
foreign Governments), yesterday's aver- 
age was, 72.67. On July $1, 1914, the 
average price of these same forty bonds 
was 82.78. 

In many quarters it is still believed 
that the price of bonds went to the 
lowest level of the period during war 
time. This is not so. The low point 
between July, 1914, and the armistice 
was 74.24, on Dec. 20, 1917; just before 
the armistice of November, 1918, the 
average stood at 79.45. But the low 
levél since the ending of the war was 
65.57 on May 21, 1920. In other words, 
investment bonds declined more heav- 
ily after the armistice than they did 
during the war itself. 

This is a fact which has puzzled many 
investors. It is better understood nowa- 
days, however, that three other in- 
fluences superseded that of suspended 
Government borrowings for war—the 


loans which were still made by govern- | 


ments to repair public deficits, the fact 
that other Government and company 
borrowers, long shut out of the market, 
were now reappearing with heavy req- 
ulsitions, and, most important of all, 
the fact that the artificial holding-down 
of money rates by the Governments 
ceased at the ending of the war. 

It is the liquidation of the resultanat 
over-extended credit and the fall in the 
cost of money which has caused this 
season’s striking recovery in bond 


prices. Yet, as the above figures show, 
last week's 


2 per cent. less than the lowest war- 


time average. 

Since these averages do not include 
Government bonds, it is interesting to 
sec how those have moved. For the 
United States First Liberty 4s, in their 
original form and as converted into the 
414s, the low price in war-time was 93 
during June, 1918; they sold_at 99 in 
the armistice month. But in May, 1920, 
they fell to 82. Last week they sold 


around 944%. The United Kingdom 5s} 


of 1921 reached their low war time rec- 
ord of 90% in November, 1917. The 


February, 1920. ‘They were redeemed 
at par this month.

In the suburbs, however, where 
people do not need to live so near to- 
gether, there is an assurance of an 
abundance of light and air. 

The broad business streets of uptown 
Manhattan will hereafter be light 
etreets. The pyramidal form of build- 
ings will allow sunlight to reach the 
street part of the day and stores on 
the lower floors will be fairly light. 
Moreover, each tall building will divide 
light and air with its neighbor, and the 
street will be more uniformly improved. 

Architects are more and more find- 
ing that the pyramidal building can 
be made stately and imposing. Many 
emaller cities that are adopting the 
soning plan are requiring a uniform sky- 
line in each district. However well this 
method may be suited to smaller cities, 
there is little. doubt that pyramidal 
buildings with their possibilities for 
great capacity are suited to the needs 
ef New York.

THE ZONING QUESTION. 


City Zoning Resolution Has Largely 


Replaced Private Restrictions. 
By EDWARD M. BASSETT. 


Sometimes private restrictions do not 


protect. A_ remarkable instancé oc- 
curred in Brooklyn recéntly. About 
twenty-five years ago a developer owned 
both sides of a promising Fldtbush 
street for three blocks. It was then 
sparsely settled, but in the line of good 
development. He printed circulars con- 
taining maps, and described the property 
as highly restricted for one-family de- 
tached houses. 

Home builders took deeds from him, 
containing restrictions against every- 
thing but high-class one-family de- 
tached homes and built according to the 
restrictions, considering that they were 
well protected. The corner lots, how- 
ever, were held at a ‘higher price and 
did not sell so readily. 

After a time, however, the neighbor- 
hood being well built up with private 
homes, the corner lots became highly 
eligible for apartments, and the devel- 
oper conveyed them without restrictions. 
The home builders had made a mistake 
not to require the developer to put 
similar restrictions on his unsold land, 
but like many others they had assumed 
that the entire locality would be re- 
stricted. Apartment houses went up 
rapidly on the corners, entirely altering 
the character of the neighborhood. 

All the home owners were injured. 
One of them, the widow of the original 
buuder, moved her house away just in 
time to escape having its removal 
blocked by new apartment houses. She 
then had a vacant plot 100 by 100 re- 
stricted, however, to a one-family de- 
tached house. On the ground that the 
character of the neighborhood had 
changed, she appealed to the courts for 
a decrée removing the restrictions and 
placing her land on an equality with 
the two adjoining corners covered by 
apartment houses. 

A party interested in one of the apart- 
ment houses resisted her application on 
the ground that the original 


restrictions on her land in order that 
future apartment houses on the corners 
might have an abundance of light and 
air. The court of first resort agreed 
with this objector and was sustained 
by the Appellate Court. : 

In that case the restrictions were per- 
petual. If they had been for twenty 
or twenty-five years, the owners of some 
of the corners would have postponed 
building until the restrictions expired, 
when they would have put up apartment 
houses. Frequently when restrictions 
are about to expire home owners will 
allow their houses to run down in order 
to sell their land for apartments after- 
ward, 

Private restrictions were never used to 
any great extent to prevent factories in 
business districts or tenement housés in 
block-house districts. As a rule, their 
usefulness was confined to private resi- 
dential development and their effect was 
temporary only. 

Since New York adopted the zoning 
resolution property owners do not feel 
the need of private restrictions so much 
as before. The zoning is both more per- 
manent and more elastic. It covers the 
entire city and protects against height, 
bulk and use. It stabilizes everywhere 
and prevents improper exploitation of 
built-up localities. . Private restrictions 
are contracts and can only be altered by 
the parties or by the courts. 

The protection of zoning, however, be- 
ing based on the police power, can be 
easily changed in proper cases by the 
city itself. Where, however, owners of 
20 per cent. of the frontage affected 
protest against the change, the unani- 
mous vote of the city legislature is re- 
quired. This makes an assurance of 
permanence. 

The zoning plan has helped to prevent 
blighted districts in New York during 
the last five years. 

Zoning and private restrictions do not 
interfere with each other. 3oth may 
exist hand-in-hand. Prudent developers 
will still use private restrictions to sup- 
plement the zoning regulations.

APPLE PRICES HIGH, 
DUE TO RETAILERS 


With a Giut In the Market They 
Demand Treble the Whole- 
sale Cost From Consumers. 


‘A SHAME,’ SAYS H. H. JONES 


Speculators Took Supplies—Mush- 
rooms Here In Large Lotse— 
Weekly Range of Prices. 


The wholesale markets were glutted 
last week with Western boxed apples 
and mushrooms. The retail price of ap- 
ples’ did not drop materially, although 
the wholesale price was considered very 
low. The demand in the wholesale mar- 
kets was not very great, owing to the 
continued high prices asked the con- 
sumers by the retailers. 

The apples came from the Northwest 
and Canada. According to Herschel H. 
Jones, Director of the New York office 
of the Department of Farms and Mar- 
p ae “apple prices were down so low 
that the cost of packing and shipping 
was hardly covered on many carloads.” 


Western apples sold as low as $2 and 
$2.25 a box wholesale. A box holds 
from 88 to 13 8or more apples. Jona- 


thans were quoted Friday at 82 to $2.60} 
McIntosh, $2.50 to $3; Spitzen- |

burg, $1.90 to $3.25, and Delicious, $3 to 
$4.25. 

“It is a shame,” said Mr. Jones 
yesterday, “ that retail stores through- 
out the city are. making no efforts to 
give consumers the benefit of this mar- 
ket glut. Thousands of families would 
be glad to buy a box of apples at 
around $8 per box, which is less than 
a third what they pay for apples of 
this quality at the average fruit stand. 
The retail fruit business in this city 
seems to be entirely unadapted to en- 


couraging economical buying of surplus 
supplies by consumers. At $3 per box 
any store could have made a hand- 
some profit in selling apples by the box 
this week. Because dealers did not 
offer consumers a chance to buy in large 
quantities at a fair margin over whole- 
sale prices, the surplus was bought up 
by speculators, who expect to sell for 
higher prices later. 

“Sweet potatoes were so plentiful 
last week that prices for them also were 
very low. The receipts of sweet potatoes 
from Southern States in the last week 
were 111 cars, or about 25,000 barrels. 
On Friday they sold at $1.75 to $2.50 per 
barrel, or between ic and 2c per pound. 

‘“‘Mushrooms, too, flooded the mar- 
ket at the beginning of the week.’ On 
Monday 30,000 pounds werer eceived at 
one time, mostly from Hastern Penn- 
sylvania. Peddlers with a bundle of 
baskets of mushrooms tied over their 
shoulders were to be seen scattering 
from the wholesale markets all over the 
city. ‘The wholesale price was 25c to 40c 
per pound. 

‘Hickory nuts and black walnuts of 
this season’s New York crop made their 
first appeafance this week. At whole- 
sale shell bark hickory nuts sold at $9 
per bushel and walnuts at $3 per bushel. 

‘* Dealers had stocked up with potatoes 
in anticipation of a railroad strike suffi- 
ciently last week that trading was light 
this week and prices for bulk -potatoes 
declined. On Friday, the best up-State 
round white potatoes sold at about 2 
cents per pound wholesale. Although 
Pea have generality been slightly 
uigher this season. last Friday’s prices 
were below the quotations of’a year ago, 

“The Pacific Coast continued to send 
large quantities of fruits and vegetables 
last week... The total; number of cars 
loads was 1,050, a considerable pro- 
portion of which was grapes. Some of 
the shipments of California vegetables 
brought prices little above the cost of 
freight alone. In the middle of the 
| week, for example, three cars of the 
iceberg variety of létéuce sold at 50c to 
$1 per box of three and a half to five 
dozen heads. The freight alone was 
$1.85 per box. 

“The price of the best creamery but- 
{ter declined 2 cents per pound, during 
| the week and on Friday sold at 47@4744c 
per pound wholesale. The price of other 
i grades declined 1 cent or 2 cents per 
pound since Monday. On Friday the 
est unsalted butter brought 4814@4914c 
per pound wholesale.

‘‘ There was no material change in the 
wholesale price of eggs during the week.

_ HOUSING SHORTAGE. 


Community Action Needed for So- 
lution of Problem, Says Hoover. 


In a letter addressed to the New York 
State Realty Convention at Syracuse, on 
Friday, Herbert Hoover said: 

“There is an issue involved In our 
housing problem far greater even than 
the present temporary shortage of hous- 
{ing facilities throughout the country— 
it is the issue of home ownership. 

‘The census returns demonstrate that 
eur percentage of tenantry is too high, 
and if we are to have a happy,. con- 
tented and stable population we must 
{ncrease the number of those who own 
their own homes. 

‘‘With the increase in the construc- 
tion of houses will come an increase in 
employment, the general revival of the 
construction industry and improvement 
of business conditions, 

‘“‘The fundamental problems revolve 
around the reduction of costs and elim- 
{nation of waste in construction, and 
making credit available upon such terms 
as are attractive to instalment pur- 
chasers’ with limited incomes. The 
problem varies with every community 
and must be based on the primary ac- 
curate survey of the conditions in that 
particular community. 

‘Such surveys and the remedies nec- 
essary to induce home ownership can 
be determined only by co-operative ac- 
tion among those fractions of the com- 
munity vitally interested in the prob- 
lem. These fractions.are the financial 
institutions doing. business locally, the

‘‘In a broad survey of the difficulties |

“*(2) A determination of the ratio of 
present to pre-war costs with the reali- 
zation that costs will not for many 
years return to the pre-war level. 

*““ (3) A determination of the different 
layers of income in a community in 
their relation to the cost of homes to 
be erected. 

“ (4) A determination of the finances 
avallable. 

** (5) A determination of the availabil- 
itv of real estate as regards transpor- 
tation as well as the righteousness of 
the price. 

“* (6) A determination of methods by 
which excessive costs and charges can 


| be eliminated. 


‘The following notes’ on constructive 
handling of the problem are the result 
of a canvass of the successful 
being made.in different communities. 

“In the matter of financing building 
for purchase on instalment, the real 
srux of the problem lies between mort- 
gage advances that are acceptable to 
the savings banks or similar institu- 
tions—50 per cent. to 60 per cent. of 
their value—and the necessary initial 
advance to enable home builders to 
start—76 per cent. to 80 per cent. 

‘“‘A primary security, first mortgage, 
is available in most communities at 
reasonable rates of interest. If there 
{fs any shortage of such advances, pres- 
sure should be brought upon savings 
banks, insurance companies, 
ines 


efforts 


departments of commercial insti- 
tutions to devote a certain proportion 
of their funds to this purpose. 

“The margin between the first mort- 
gage and the cash payment is usually 
represented by a second mortgage which 
gains in its security by monthly repay- 
~ment on the part of the home builder. 
Furthermore, it can gain in security if 
there is attached to this second mort- 
gage the guarantee of the’ contractor 
and the builder. 

“The heavy discounts exacted on sec- 
ond mortgage notes levy upon the home 
builder interest rates from 11 to 20 per 
cent. for this portion of his advances, 
and are an undue tax upon him. 

“The spirit of the community has 
been called upon with success to pro- 


vide a fund for second mortgage pur-| 


poses at reasonable rates of interest, 
and it is well worthy of consideration 
in every community. 

“In the matter of elimination of 
waste in building, careful local studies 
need to be made as to the character of 
building material that can be best 


adapted in price and other qualifications | 


to the problem. 

‘Furthermore, in order that housing 
may be given the advantage and econ- 
omy of high. skill in design’ and yet not 
be charged high fees, architects have 
yery successfully established , eo-opera- 
tive small house service bureaus such 
as that operating in Minneapolis. 

‘‘ Other economies in building can be 
induced by steady remedying of building 
codes which restrict economic construc- 
tion. The Department of Commerce Ad- 
visory Committee on Building Codes is 
prepared to furnish tethnical advice in 
this field. 

‘Beyond this, co-operation between 
suppliers of material, contractors and 
labor, to remove limitations on effort 
and to give more regular employment, 
and community agreements to eliminate 
jurisdictional and other strikes all con- 


tribute to reduction in cost. Even undef | 


present price levels, unity of action in 
this direction can bring the cost of home 
building to a figure fairly commensu- 
rate with present incomes. 

‘‘In order that all these things may 
be accomplished definite community 
organizations must be created to handle 
the different interests involved. The 
problem is a community one, not @ prob- 
lem for the Federal or State Govern- 
ments. It is only consonant with Amer- 
ican tradition that these matters should 
be solved in this fashion.’’ 


ADVISES BUILDING NOW. 


Price Levels Warrant Activity, Says 
Construction Expert. 


Building operations may be wisely un- 
dertaken at the present time with a 
reasonable assurance of improyed busi- 
ness conditions, says Franklin T. Miller, 
Vice President of the National Federa- 
tion of Construction Industries in the 
current issue of The American Con- 
tractor. 

The general trend of prices, according 
te Mr. Miller, will be downward for sev- 
eral years to come, with periodical re- 
action and the rapidity of the decline 
will depend on how completely the re- 
lation is anaintained between capacity 
and continuous production. 

‘It seems that the time is approach- 
ing, if not already at hand, when it 
would be wise to go ahead with building 
operations,’’ says Mr. Miller. ‘‘ Build- 
ing material prices have reached ap- 
proximately the same level as general 
commodities and a reaction upward is 
likely to result. This slight upward ten- 
dency is suggested by the recent advance 
in Southern pine and Douglas fir lumber 
quotations. For a long time it has been 
expected that there would be a halt in 
the downward reaction in prices and 
this has occurred. Prices gained four 
points in August, so that the index for 
that month was 152; an upward rise for 
that month at a more rapid rate. than 
occurred during the war. Building ma- 
terials, including steel, have fallen to 
156, notwithstanding the extra burden 
of freight rates which they carry and 
will continue to carry for some time, 
‘If the buyer can obtain his materi- 
als at a rate not more than 60 per cent. 
above the pre-war level, I am inclined 
to believe that he faces no untsual 
hazard in building now, assuming that 
labor restrictions in his locality are not 
unreasonable. My reasons for this be- 


llef are that this is still a buyers’ mar- 
ket and the buyer can now Sélect hig la- 
bor from the present ample supply, he 
gan get his materials in the quality and 
quantity, he desires and he can obtain 
pg ee transportation service. 

‘“* General business conditions are im- 
proving slowly. If unforeseen deterrent 
influences do not develop, the improve- 
ment will be advanced enough by Spring 
to be reflected in slightly higher mate- 
rial prices. An active demand for goods 
produced on curferit costs very hkely 
wilt Bring a rebound to a temporary and 
higher age level until more continuous

| According to U. S. Forest Service, 
Country’s Supply Is 15,784,- 
000,000 Board Feet. 


Hickory timber, although apparently 
plentiful in the forests of the country, 
may soon become Insufficient to meet 
| American manufacturing and wood- 
working needs, as the demand for this 
valuable species, together with 
scattered character of its growth, has 
resulted in merchantable stands becom- 
ing more and more inaccessible and dif- 
ficult to log. Manufacturers of automo- 
bile wheels, who use large quantities of 
the wood, say they can still get the ma- 
terial required if they make sufficient 
effort and pay the price, but that it is 
necessary to go further and 
j} away. for it. 
| The Forest Service, United States De- 
|partment of Agriculture, the coun- 
try’s present supply of hickory, distrib- 
| uted through 200,000,000 acres of forests, 
| at 15,784,000,000 board feet. Of this the 
| Central States have 6,791,000,000 feet, 
the lower Mississippi States 5,171,000,000 
feet, the South Atlantic and East Gulf 
States 3,183,000,000 feet, the Middle At- 
lantic States 412,000,000 board feet, the 
Lake States 187,000,000 feet, and the 
New England States 40,000,000 feet. 

There are 320 motor vehicle manufac- 
turers in the United States, and produc- 
tion in 1920 was 2,205,197 cars and 
trucks, of which, it is estimated, 80 per 
cent. had wood wheels. The ten or 
twelve spokes per wheel of each car 
place the total number of spokes at 
more than 65,000,000. The yearly de- 
mand upon the hickory reserves by this 
industry alone is tremendous, as there 
is much waste in getting the select stock 
necessary not only for spokes but also 
the rims of Wheels. 


For the most part vehicle and agri- 
cultural implement industries compéte 
with the handle industry for hickory 
and ash. These are located mainly in 
the Middle West, but now derive most 
of their wood supplies from the South. 
A’ large number of far-sighted organi- 
zations purchased extensive hardwood 
tracts some years ago, from which they 
are now able to draw at least a part 
of their wood supplies. To secure hick- 
ory, which grows scatteringly over large 
areas, the vehicle and agricultural im- 
plement industries originally maintafned 
{extensive buying, logging and milling 
; Organizations in the South. They draw 
upon every conceivablé source—farmers’ 
woodlots, small and large sawmills, and 
;éven specialized operations designed to 
secure hickory alone. These concerns 
in general carry in stock about a two- 
years’ supply of special-dimension stook. 


Losses in Drying. 


Material ts invariably secured practi- 
cally green and neither the lumber nor 
jthe vehicle industry is adequately 
equipped with kilns or the trained per- 
sonnel to kiln dry the refractory hard- 
| woods in the large sizes used. Exces- 
sive losses, in some instances running 


as high as 40 per cent., are reported. 

Many inquiries received by the Forest 

ervice from vehicle implement makers, 
sequesting information on possiblé ‘gub- 
stitutes for the woods used .in vehicle 
making, is merely another indication of 
the difficulties in getting adequate sup- 
plies at the present time and of uneer- 
tainty as to the future. Because of the 
trouble and uncertainty” in securing 
hickory, some vehicle manufacturers are 
substituting steel wherever possible, 
even though this involves still higher 
prices, 

Hickory ia often referred to as if it | 
were a single species, like red gumi or 
yellow poplar. In reality there are ten 
different kinds of hickory trees. For 
hickory-handle purposes those known as 
true hickories are most valuable. The 
pecan hickorles include the water, riut- 
meg and bitter nut varieties. The true 

ickories comprise shaghbark, pig shell- 
bark, pignut and mocker nut. The 
handle industry is largely dependent- on 
this last group of trees for its raw ma- 
terial. 

Hickory Is the best-known material for 
certain classes of tool handles, such: as 
the axe, adz, pick, hammer and hatchet. 
There is a certain strength, toughriess 
and elasticity to hickory which nature 
has denied to other commercial woods. 
Some are stronger, many are harder, 
but the rare combination of the quall- 
ties mentioned is lacking in all of them. 

The raw material for handles in the 
form of short log bolts is sometimes 
split into handle blanks in the woods, 
but the usual practice is to rip-saw the 
bolts into blanks at the factory. The 
split-handle blank is considered superior 
to the sawed blank in that it insures a 
straight-grain handie. On the other 
hand, sawed blanks, though they are 
likely to show more cross grain, are 
more economical in the use of timber. 

Hickory, due to its unrivaled proper- 
ties of great strength, elasticity and 
resiliency, is used exclusively in the 
manufacture of handles for golf clibs. 
The constantly increasing popularity of 
this sport has placed another demand 
on the hickory supply. 

The annual consumption of hickory -by 
the handle trade is something over 120,- 
000,000 feet, board measure. Little, if 
any, of this material passes through 
the sawmills, for it is ordinarily cut 
and shipped to the handle factories:in 
the form of log bolts or billets. 
hickories do not give the same service 
when made into handles. The variqus 
parts of the same tree may show differ- 
ent Procorsiee. and the quality of the 
wood near the centre is quite likely: to 
differ from that nearer the bark. The 
wood of the. butt of a young hickory 
tree is of greater average toughness 
than it is when the tree is old. The 
wood of butt cuts of both old and young 
trees is tougher than that cut higher 
\up the trunk. The handle manufactur- 
ers, for the most part, demand second- 
growth hickory, which consists of young 
stock of rapid growth. 
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A Rent Increase Issue. 

Argument has just been heard by the 
Appellate Term on an appeal taken from 
a decision of a Municipal Court tn favor 
of the Delriada Realty Company, Inc., 
against Lewis H. Lazarus and six other 
defendants who occupy one of several 
buildings owned by the plaintiff. The 
question involved was whether an in- 
creased rental demanded by the plantiff 
was justified. During the trial of the 
action the plaintiff submitted a bill »of 
costs of the upkeep of all of the prop- 
erty owned and sought to show that the 
increased rental demanded was not éx- 
cessive. ¥ 

In the papers on appeal Jotn W. 
Browne, counsel for the défendants, 
contended that the tenants could not be 
assessed by way of a higher rent be- 
cause of the éxpenses of the upkeepsof 
any parcel except the house in which 
they lived. Part of the argument in 
Mr. Browne’s brief reads: y 

‘The amount of the plaintiff's invest- 
ment and cost of maintenance of his 
property located elsewhere, whether ‘in 
the same block or miles away from the 
particular building in question, were én- 
tirely foreign to the issue in these cases.

IMPROVEMENT !S GENERAL 


Youngstown Leads Citles With 23 
Per Cent. Increase In Workers 
Last Month. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—A general 
improvement in industrial conditions 
during October and an estimated de- 
crease of unemployment by 1.01 per cent. 
between Sept. 30 and Oct. 31 is shown 
by a Labor Bureau statement issued 
today. The estimate as to unemploy- 
ment is based on reports received from 
1,428 firms, engaged in all kinds of in- 
dustry. ‘ 

The improvement in conditions is found 
jn all districts except the Western 
Mountain and Pacific Coast States, 
Where the release of seasonal workers 
has added temporarily to the unemploy- 
ment. 

Of the cities reporting, Youngstown 
showed an increase 23.3 per cent. in 
employment in October, Toledo 20.5 per 
cent. and Memphis 17.3. Forty-one 
other cities showed lesser increases, in- 
cluding New York with 1.6 per cent. 
Twenty-one cities showed decreases in 


employment, Flint, Mich., having the 
worst record with 10 per cent. 

In commenting on general conditions 
Director Jones of the Employment Bu- 
reau says: 

‘““The industrial situation as repre- 
pented by employment conditions shows 
steady improvement. The outstanding 
feature is the marleed increase in the 
basic industries, iron and ‘steel, metal 
products, and the railroads. These gains 
more than offset the decrease in the 
automotive industry, a seasonal cofidi- 
tion, and in the miscellaneous group, 
caused largely by the slackness in the 
ship yards. Chemical and allied prod- 
ucts which were sluggish during the 
first eight months of the year showed 
improvement in September and made 
substantial gains in October. Reports 
from 231 of the principal industrial cen- 
tres indicate that public improvements 
are absorbing some of the common labor 
that is rapidly being released from ag- 
riculture and other seasonal activities."’

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DEFENDS PART-TIME 
MEDICAL INSTRUCTION 


‘Those Who Can, Do, Refated, 
Says Statement Answering 
Dr. John 8B. Deaver 


The attack of Dr. John B: Deaver, 
President of the American College of 
Surgeons, on the plan of having full- 
time teachers in medical colleges was 
answered yesterday by the’ following 
statement from the New York Associa- 
tion for Medical Education: 

‘“‘The association is concerned with the 
improvement of clinical instruction in 
medical colleges and welcomes any plan 
which will help promote this. Good 
teaching takes so much time that it is 
necessary to pay the teacher a substan- 
tial salary and to relieve him of the 
necessity of private practice. Further- 


more, scientific investigation cannot be 
carried on by men busy with private 
practice. 

‘“The new plan will make it possible, 
for instance, to seek the germ or cause 
of such common diseases as measles and 
mumps. It will make possible an attack 
on whooping cough in a much more 
effective manner, both as to its cause 
and treatment. 

‘‘ Naturally, in any good medical col- 
lege the full-time clinicians will have to 
be assisted more or less by men who are 
on part time, just as in a law school 
there are some who are full-time teach- 
ers and some who are lecturers, but who 
are engaged in practice. The same ap- 
plies to schools of engineering, chemis- 
try and theology. 

‘The Secretary takes exception to the 
editorial comment in THE TiMweEs that 
‘he who can, does, while he who can- 
not, teaches.’ In answer to this it is 
sufficient to mention that Pasteur and 
Lister were teachers, and,\nmo one can 
say they were not ‘ doers’ too. The bit- 
terness of this controversy, if there is 
any bitterness, comes from the attempt 
on the one hand of some of the newer 
converts to look down upon the practi- 
tioner as a mere-practitioner, while on 
the other hand, some practitioners try to 
make light of physicians scientifically 
inclined by calling them ‘laboratory 
men,’ The happy man is the one who 
sees the whole problem, and sees that 
there are no grounds for a quarrel. Both 
can treat the mumps equally well.’’

Alexander Kehaya, a member of the 
Kehaya Trading and Finance Corpora-| 
tion, with offices at 60 Wall Street, said 
yesterday that Greek residents of New 
York were aroused by news of mas- 
sacres by Turks of Greeks in Pontus. 
He made public a letter received from | 
the Central Council of Pontus at Athens 
inclosing a list. of prominent Greeks of | 
Samsoun, Bafra and other 
cities who were condemned 
and executed at Amasia by 
Mustapha Kemal. 

“The recent news regarding the 
Greeks of Pontus has terrorized us,’’ 
Mr. Kehaya said. ‘‘We learn from 
news received almost daily that the 
Kemalist. Government has ordered all 
the male element sent into the interior 
of Asia Minor, where their fate is un- 
known, while the Greek women are 
forced into harems. A letter addressed 
to a friend of mine describes the hor- 
rible fate of these women. 

‘* Protests against these horrors have 
been sent to our Government here, but 
the reply has been that since this Gov- 
ernment has no relations with the 
Kemalist Government, it finds itself un-

SAYS PASTOR INSPIRED 
LEAGUE ‘ROUND ROBIN’ 


| Suggestion to Senators Who Served 
Notice on Wilson Credited to 
Dr. Samuel Colcord. 








‘‘The round robin’’ by which the Re- 
publican Senators gave notice in March, 
1919, that they would refuse to ratify 
the League of Nations in the form in 
which President Wilson brought it back 
after his first trip to Europe was sug- 
gested by the Rev. Samuel Colcord of 
New York, according to a statement 
made yesterday by C. H. Richard; Séc- 
retary of the Congregational Church 
Building Society. 

The conference called by Senator 
Lodge, which resulted in the signing of 
the statement, were said to have fol- 
lowed a letter outlining the ‘‘ Round 
Robin ’’ plan, sent by the Rev. Colcord 
to Senators Lodge, Harding and others 
and to Will Hays. The clergyman was 


a friend of the covenant and a supporter 
of President Wilson’s course, although a 
Republican. He hoped that his letter 
serving a warning on the President | 
would cause him to satisfy the objec- | 
tions of the Republican minority and 
put them in the position of being com- 
mnitted to a league thus amended. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Richard} the Rev. Col- 
cord wrote as follows in the letter which 
produced the ‘‘ Round Robin ’’: 

‘“‘ Since a soon-to-be-adjourned Senate 
gives no opportunity for a Senate reso- 
lution, I would much like to see a well 
considered and well-drawnup statement, 
nmumerously signed by the reasonable 
Republican Senators, that will give the 
irreducible minimum (not too drastic or 
impossible) of “the amendments to the 
League of Nations Constitution that 
will be required to secure their votes 
for ratification, and added to that a re- 
quest merely for the-fair consideration 
of some other desirable change or 
changes. 

‘Unless something of the sort is done 
the League plan is in great danger of 
being adopted ina form in which it will 
fail to be ratified by the Senate and the 
entire scheme of the League for Peace 
will collapse with the blame resting on 
the Republican Party. * * * I much 
fear that some of our leaders are tak- 
ing a very mistaken course in opposing 
the League plan in its entirety, rather 
than let it be very distinctly known that 
they heartily espouse the cause of the 
League of Nations and only seek by 
emendment to correct its more serious 
faults.”’
